called as a witness on behalf of the Respondent, was duly 
sworn, examined, and testified as follows: 


EXAMINATION 

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

+ Q. Could you state your name for the record, 

please? 

A. Gerald Armstrong. 

Q. Mr. Armstrong, I know you've had your 

deposition taken several times and you are familiar with 
the procedure, but if you don't mind, I'll make some 
introductory comments for the record so we're all clear on 
what's going on here today. 

You understand that you are under oath, and 
that although we are in this informal atmosphere, 
including very poor lighting, you are sworn to tell the 
truth, and that your statements here are entrusted with 
the same solemnity as they would if you were in court in 
front of a judge and jury. 

Do you understand that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And do you understand that when I ask you a 
question and if you don't understand the question, if you 
could ask me to repeat it or rephrase it in another way, 
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that would be appropriate. 

We're not asking you to guess at anything, 
however, if the question calls for it, I am entitled to 
receive your best estimate and your opinion when the 
question calls for an opinion. 

Do you understand that? 

A. Oh, yeah. 

Q. Further, do you understand that when this 

proceeding is completed, the court reporter situated to 
your right will have this transcribed into a booklet form, 
and it will be made available for you to read and to make 
any corrections or changes that you deem appropriate. 

A. Can it be sent to me? 

Q. We can make those arrangements, yes. We can 

make arrangements at the end. 

A. Okay. 

Q. You'll have an opportunity to read it and be 
asked to sign it, and the deposition can be used in court 
as evidence for any purpose. 

A. Yeah. I would just like to make sure that it 
is sent to me or made available in some other way. My 
understanding is that recently it's become the practice of 
the organization to not provide a copy or not allow or not 
have the original sent, thus necessitating the witnesses 
traveling to the place of the office of the attorney 
involved which necessitates more time off work. And I 
just would like to make sure that does not happen in this 
case in that I am supposed to sign it.

Q. When you say franchise, what was its 
relationship to the Church of Scientology, if you know the 
organizational relationship? 

A. Franchises paid ten percent and were given 
for that ten percent of the gross income bulletins, that 
sort of thing, and allowed to operate, run courses. 

Q. So is this a relationship with the Church of 
Scientology of California? Is that the Mother Church? Is 
that an accurate description? 

A. It would be difficult to say. To my 
recollection, we sent to the — the ten percent to the 
United Kingdom. 

Q. And what was the organization there, if you 

recall? 

A. In the U. K.? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I don't recall. 

Q. All right. Then you joined the staff in 
1970, and what was your position, post? 

A. Initially I ran a communications course and 
gave lectures and sold books.

Q. Then, what was the next position you had? 

A. It was in — I joined the Sea Org at the 

beginning of 1971 in Los Angeles, and I worked on board 
the BOLIVAR for a week. 

Q. What is the BOLIVAR? 

A. The BOLIVAR was a Sea Organization ship which 


was kept in Long Beach. 

Q. How would you describe the purposes of the 
Sea Organization? 

A. I can 1 1. 

Q. When you joined it in early 1971, what did 
you hope to accomplish by joining the Sea Organization? 

A. The stated purpose at that time was to get in 
ethics on the planet, by which I took to mean to make the 
planet a more ethical place in which to live. 

Q. What do you mean by "more ethical"? Could 
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you be more specific? 

A. More decent, more honest, more friendly, less 
filled with hate, less filled with dishonesty, less filled 
with violence, less filled with threats to humanity. 

Q. So in other words, the purpose of the Sea 
Organization was, as you have described, to promote 
decency, honesty, friendliness, to oppose dishonesty, to 
oppose violence, and to oppose threats to humanity. Is 
that accurate? 

A. Those are my words. The stated purpose was 
to get in ethics on the planet, and that was how it came 
across to me. 

Q. That's your understanding? 

A. In the context of other writings — yes. 

Q. And what was the next post you held in the 
Sea Organization? 

A. This would be on board the ship, the APOLLO, 
in the beginning of February 1971, and initially I studied 
for the first — for several days I studied on board, and 
then I held the post in the galley on board the ship. 

Q. If you recall, who was your immediate senior 
in that position on the APOLLO in the galley? 

A. Someone by the name of Shar Rice. 

Q. And what were your responsibilities 


generally? 

A. I did dishes, I cleaned, that sort of thing. 

Q. Have you ever met L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. Yes. 
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Q. When was the first time you actually had a 
face-to-face meeting with Mr. Hubbard? 

A. By which you mean when did we first speak? 

Q. Yes. 

A. It would be a couple of weeks after arriving 
on board. 

Q. When did you first — if there's a 
difference — when did you first see Mr. Hubbard? 

A. Within a day or so of arrival on board. 

Q. Do you recall what the nature of the 

conversation was that you had with him when you first 
spoke to him? 

A. Just a "Hello, sir," "Good morning," or "Good 

afternoon, sir," something like that. 

Q. How long did you have this position in the 
galley on the APOLLO which began in February 1971? 

A. Approximately a week. 

Q. And then what was the next post you had? 

A. I was the Deputy Storesman. 

Q. What was the nature of that job? 

A. I, along with the storesman, took care of the 
ship's stores, food. 

Q. Who was your senior in that position? 

A. That was someone by the name of John Nelson. 

Q. And did you have occasion to meet Mr. Hubbard 

and talk to him in the course of that position? 

A. Just in passing many times. 

Q. How long did that post last? 
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A. Maybe two weeks. 

Q. Then what was the next post you held? 

A. I was assigned to the deck force. 

Q. And what were your job responsibilities in 
that position? 

A. I was painter. I did mostly —■ I did 
painting, pinholing, and painting of the ship. 

Q. How long did that last? 

A. Maybe a couple of weeks. 

Q. And do you remember who your senior was in 
that position? 

A. Yes. It was Stuart Moreau. This was — 
before — there was two seniors. The first one was -- to 
begin with it was Wally Burgess, and then very soon after 
that, Stuart Moreau took over from Wally Burgess. 

Q. And what was the next position you had? 

A. I became the Ship's Boats and Transport 


In-Charge. 


Q. Can you describe the nature of your job 
responsibilities? 

A. I was responsible for all the lifeboats, sea 
sleds, motorboats, and the ship's vehicles, which was a 
bunch of mopeds and a Fiat car. 

Q. And do you recall your senior in that 

position?

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Q. Mr. Armstrong, how long were you on the 
APOLLO? From which date to which date, if you recall? 

A. It was about the — about the second week of 
February 1971 through September 1975 except for a brief 
period when I was off the ship on mission. 

Q. After the position that you held for 
approximately two weeks, responsible for the vehicles and 
boats, what position did you hold? 

A. I was the ship's driver. L. Ron Hubbard 
assigned me one day in the OODs to be the — I was to be 
the only driver of the ship's car, and so that became my 
position. 

Q. Did Mr. Hubbard personally assign you that 
position? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Was this done orally or in writing? 

A. It was in writing. 

Q. Do you have a copy of that order? 

A. No. 

Q. And what were your responsibilities then as 
the ship's driver? 

A. I provided transport to the various units on 

the ship who had business ashore, for example, the Port 
Captain's Office or the medical officer or the external 
communications bureau, firing missions, and receiving 
people back from missions, that sort thing. 

Q. And how long did you have this position? 

A. About eight months. 
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Q. And who was your senior? 

A. There were various throughout that period. 
Stuart Moreau for a time, and I don't recall who followed 
him. I — I generally worked with whoever I was providing 
the transport for, and I never had an organizational 
senior throughout that period. 

Q. During this eight-month period that you were 
the ship's driver, how frequently did you have contact 
with L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. I would simply see him every few days. I 
don't believe I had any extended conversations with him 
during this period. 

Q. The brief conversations you did have with him 
regarded what? 


A. "Hi. How's it going?" 

Q. Anything other than that? 

A. I'm trying to think. There may

Q. When did this begin approximately? 

A. The beginning of 1972. 
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Q. And what were your responsibilities in this 
position? 

A. I was in charge of legal affairs for the 
ship. I was in charge of our business with the ship's 
agent, with customs, with immigration, with the local 
police, with suppliers, dry dock officials, that sort of 
thing. 

Q. And who was your senior? 

A. Through part of that period it was Peter 
Warren, part John Bragin, part Steve Yost. 

Q. When you say you were in charge of these 
various activities, including legal affairs and dealing 
with customs, what would you actually be doing? 

A. Anything that had to do with those people — 
preparing documents for clearing the ship and commodities, 
preparation of documents and clearances of individuals on 
and off the ship, any type of liaison which was needed, 
any type of contact with those people. 

Q. Would somebody assign you that task, or did 
you have the discretion to do what was necessary? 

A. Yeah. The policy on the post was that I was 
in charge of those areas which were mine. 

Q. So would, for example, the customs officials 
contact you directly? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And when you say you were responsible for 

legal affairs, what did this entail? 

A. Involvement that the ship had as both a 
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company and as a — as a ship, and things which the 
company needed. We were ostensibly Operation and 
Transport Corporation, Limited, a Panamanian corporation. 
And I held the ship's and the company's legal documents 
and was the point of contact to our attorneys in Panama 
and to the Panamanian consuls in whatever port we visited, 
and to the local authorities, harbor master, captain of 
the port, and as I say, customs, police, whatever it took, 
the drafting of contracts when we had work done, 
notarizations, that sort of thing. 

Q. Are you a notary public? 

A. No. 

Q. Were you at that time? 

A. No. I had notarizations done ashore in 
whatever country we were in, generally in Portugal, or 
documents authenticated by Panamanian consul. 

Q. Did you actually notarize any documents? 

A. No. 

Q. Now, how long did you maintain that position 

as ship's representative? 

A. Approximately two and a half years. 

Q. Now, during that two and a half years that 
you were ship's representative, how frequently did you 
have contact with L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. On a face-to-face basis sometimes I saw — I 
would see him every day; sometimes I wouldn't see him for 
perhaps a week at a time. During that period of time, for 
example, 19 -- the fall of 1972 I would have seen him 
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practically daily throughout '72 up to the point he went 
ashore in Tangier. Then I remained on the ship, and I did 
not see him again until the fall of 1973 when he arrived 
back on board, having arrived from the U.S. 

So there was a long period like that when 
neither I nor anyone else on board saw him. But when he 
was on board, I saw him on a very regular, could be almost 
daily basis. 

Q. When you say you saw him, are you saying that 
you had face-to-face conversations with him on an almost 
daily basis? 

A. Yeah. I would see him almost daily. I — 
during that period I was responsible for ship movements, 
and everytime we had a ship movement, I would report to 
him, and often I would actually see him. I had 
considerable more business with him during that period or 
in a part of the ship where I would see him. There were a 
number of times when I had — when I would spend some 
time, some hours with the man. 

Q. Who was your immediate senior in this 
position? 

A. Peter Warren, John Bragin or Steve Yost. 

Q. These are three different individuals that 

succeeded each other? 

A. Yes. 

Q. So you did not report directly to 
Mr. Hubbard? 

A. Sometimes on some things I reported directly 
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to Mr. Hubbard. All ship movement reports went directly 
to Mr. Hubbard. 

There were times when there was business that 
I had for Mr. Hubbard that I reported directly to Mr. 
Hubbard. It may or may not have gone via his personal 
communicator, but it was considered direct to Mr. Hubbard. 
I did not go through organizational seniors or the 
organization board to so report. 

Q. When you would, for example, deliver a ship 
movement report to Mr. Hubbard, how physically did that 
happen? Would you hand him the report? Or hand it to 
somebody else? Or put it in an out-basket? Or how did 
that work? What were the procedures? 

A. Generally, it was handed directly to a 
messenger. It would be on watch wherever he was. If he 
was asleep, it would go to the messenger so that 
immediately upon waking, or ship movement necessitated his 
being awakened, then he would be awakened. When he was in 
his research room or eating, I would again give it to a 
messenger directly. And because of my proximity to the 
areas in which he lived and worked, I saw him on a regular 
basis. 

Q. Now, you indicated earlier that you on a 
couple of occasions left on missions. Can you explain 
when those took place? 

A. 1974 I did some missions to Vigo, La Caruna, 
and El Ferrol in Spain. And later again in that same year 
to Bermuda and the Bahamas and later yet to Jamaica. And 
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when we were — prior to coming across the Atlantic as 
well, I did a mission to Lisbon, and I did a mission to 
Funchal in Madeira. So during those times I would not 
have seen him for a week. 

Q. What was the purpose or the purposes of these 
missions? 

A. They were for — the Vigo, La Caruna, El 
Ferrol, Bermuda and Jamaica, and Bahama missions were all 
to set up ports for the ship for arrival to — so that we 
would have all the facilities necessary when the ship 
arrived. 

The other missions — the one to Lisbon, it 
was a mission for Mr. Hubbard to take — look after the 
clearing of his vehicles which I had stored in a garage in 
Lisbon, into the country, and the arrangement for the 
payment of taxes and taking care of the legal -- legal 
papers for the registration of the vehicles in Portugal. 

The one to Funchal was to find some documents 
which had been lost or stolen. There was another brief 
one I did in Las Palmas, and that was to retain an 
attorney to sue a newspaper. Those are what I recall. 

Q. Were there any other occasions when you left 
the APOLLO either for a vacation or otherwise during this 
period 1972 to '75? 

A. I don't believe so. 

Q. Did you have communication with your family 

during the time you were on the APOLLO? 

A. Yeah. 
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Q. But you never went to visit them or took a 
vacation to visit them? 

A. I didn't make a lot of money in those days. 

Q. What was the next post you held on the 

APOLLO?

Q. And what were your responsibilities in this 
position? 

A. The public relations of the ship in the ports 
which we visited. 

Q. What did this actually entail on a day-to-day 
basis? What did you actually occupy your time doing? 

A. Contact with the press, supplying of press 

releases, a -— the setting up of performances to be done 
by the APOLLO troupe, which was the group of musicians. 
There was at times two or three groups on board the ship. 

Again, on a public relations basis, contact 
with the port officials, the ship's agent, the officials 
from the towns in which the ship visited or the country. 

Q. Did you actually write these press releases? 
A. Yeah. 

Q. This APOLLO troupe was an entertainment 

group? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Or several entertainment groups? 
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A. Yes. 

Q. And they would put on performances at the 

ports that you docked at or — 

A. Yes. 

Q. What kind of entertainment? 

A. Musical. 

Q. And who was your senior in this public 

relations post? 

A. I believe that through at least part of that 
it was Peter Warren, and partly, directly I reported 
directly to the captain who — let's see. During that 
period I reported directly to Bill Robertson, who held it 
through, part of that both the captain's duties and Deputy 
Commodore duties. 

Q. What were the duties of the Deputy Commodore? 

A. Deputy Commodore was the person who in the 

place of L. Ron Hubbard, who was the Commodore, was the 
senior person in charge of all Scientology. Mary Sue was 
known as the Deputy Commodore, and she was the No. 2 
person in the whole Scientology network, and below her was 
Bill Robertson, whose title was 2nd Deputy Commodore but 
just called Deputy Commodore, and so at least on paper he 
was the No. 3 person in Scientology. 

Q. You did not report directly to L. Ron Hubbard 
Hubbard or Mary Sue Hubbard, however? 

A. In some instances I had direct contact and 
reported directly — really depended on the situation. 

When we came into Bermuda, I reported directly to L. Ron 
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Hubbard. There were times, depending on the business when 
we were in Portugal, I was used quite regularly when Mr. 
Hubbard needed Portuguese translations done, and I would 
spend considerable time with him during those times. 

Q. Do you speak Portuguese? 

A. I spoke well enough to be able to translate 
for him. 

Q. What was the next post you held on the 

APOLLO? 

A. I was the intelligence officer. 

Q. And when did this take place? 

A. This was — would have been the fall of 1974 

through when I left the ship in September of 1975. It's 
approximately a year. 

Q. Who was your senior? 

A. Brian Roubinek. 

Q. What was the nature of your job 

responsibilities? 

A. It was to gather information about the 
perceived enemies of the ship or of L. Ron Hubbard ashore, 
to provide to the Guardians Office for evaluation to be 
done as to actions to be taken, operations to be done. 
Generally it was on a -- a report line to the Guardian 
Office on board and then to World Wide. World Wide being 
at that time the head of the Guardians Office 
internationally. 

Q. And you held this position from the fall of 
1974 until September 1975. What happened at that 
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particular time? 

A. Then I came ashore. 

Q. Where was that? 

A. Next job was in Daytona Beach, and I was in 
the Guardians Office in Daytona Beach. 

Q. During the time on the APOLLO, were you 

always a member of the Sea Organization? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Were you a member of the Guardians Office? 

A. No.

A. It was in a motel on the beach in Daytona 
Beach. We also — it was the same complex in which my 
office was. 

Q. And how frequently did you have face-to-face 
communications with Mr. Hubbard during this period? 

A. I believe I saw him twice. I never — never 
had any communications with him during that time. 

Q. When was the first time you met Ronald 

DeWolf? 

A. In the fall of 1981.

A. I initially logged and unlogged mail; I 
distributed mail; I packaged mail; I assisted in the LRH 
External Comm Bureau, coding and decoding telexes; I 
delivered mail, that is, between the properties, between 
Dunedin and Clearwater. That was mainly it. 

Q. Did you have direct personal contact with L. 
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Ron Hubbard during this period?

A. Everyday. 

Q. And what was the nature of the conversation 

you had had with him? 

A. His office adjoined my office, and generally 

we talked about business; we talked about the setting up 
of the Flag land base, and about, yeah — and other than 
that it was personal things.

And what was the purpose of your trip to 
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the External Comm Bureau Unit. 

Q. Was Mr. Hubbard there in Culver City at the 
time you were? 

A. Mr. Hubbard arrived a few days after I 
arrived, after I had the unit set up, probably four days 
later, and I had the lines operating to the Guardians 
Office at GO US in Los Angeles. Then he arrived with his 
unit. 

Q. And who was your senior during this period? 

A. Mike Douglas. 

Q. And what was the next post you held? 

A. There was a period of time in which I was 

locked up in the Manor, and I just performed the — 
whatever was assigned to me by Mr. Hubbard or the 
Intelligence Bureau of the Guardians Office. That went on 
for about three weeks, and then I was assigned by Mr. 
Hubbard to the RPF in Clearwater, and so I was a RPF 
member after that. 

Q. Approximately what was the date that you were 

assigned to the RPF? 

A. July 1st, 1976. 

Q. When you say you were assigned by L. Ron 

Hubbard, what's the basis for your knowledge that it was 
Mr. Hubbard that assigned you to the RPF? 

A. There was a telex which Ken Urquhart, which 
was LRrf's Personal Communicator in Clearwater, showed me, 
and it had come from Mr. Hubbard, and it stated that I was 
assigned to the RPF, and it was signed by Hubbard. 
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Q. And what was the reason you were assigned to 
the RPF? 

A. I was assigned for — something stated — 

these aren't the exact words, but the concept was that I 

was critical of the Guardians Office, maybe I attacked the 

Guardians Office, something like that. I attacked the 
Guardians Office and Terri went into agreement with me. 
That was the word. 

Q. Do you have a copy of that document? 

A. No. 

Q. So what was the date that you entered the 

RPF? 

A. July 1st 1976. 

Q. And that would have been in Clearwater, 
Florida? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How long did you spend in the RPF? 

A. 17 months. 

Q. During that entire time were you in 
Clearwater or in the Florida area? 

A. All except for about four days in, I believe 
it was, April of 1977. 

Q. What happened in April of 1977? 

A. I went to Toronto to get my immigrant visa, 
and I was sent on a Guardians Office project to do that 
and to handle the immigration -- the consulate 
officials —consular immigration officials in Toronto. 

Q. Did you voluntarily accept your assignment to 
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the RPF? 

A. How do you mean voluntarily accepted? 

Q. In other words, you had the option to leave 

the Sea organization, did you not? 

A. Oh, I,.suppose so. 

Q. And did you as a Sea Org member accept the 
RPF as a part of the organization? 

A. Yep. 

Q. The purpose? 

A. But voluntarily, no. 

Q. What do you mean, "No"? 

A. I mean that if it were today and if I had the 

information that I have today, given that same set of 

circumstances, I would not accept it. So in that sense, I 
didn't. I was defrauded. 

Q. Well, I'm asking for your views at the time 
that you were sent to the RPF, whether at that time in 
July 1977 when you received this communication saying that 
you were being transferred to the RPF, whether you 
accepted that transfer? 

A. I can answer that in this way: I did not 

request at that time to leave the Sea Organization. 

Q. What I'm trying to find out is whether you 

willingly upon these instructions went to Florida and 
entered the RPF? 

A. By which you mean was I jumping for joy like 
here was the greatest opportunity available to me? 

Q. That wasn't my question. 
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A. Then I think it would be appropriate for me 
to say that I did not try and run. I did not request to 
leave the Sea Organization. Now whether or not I 
willingly went, I don't think so. I objected very 
strongly, but I did not request. So that would be the 
answer. 

Did I willingly go? Did I want to go? No. 

Q. I didn't ask whether you wanted to go or 
whether you preferred to go. The question is: When you 
were sent there, whether you willingly went there. 

A. It's an interesting question. It's like does 
someone willingly take on a mission that may result in his 
death. Isn't it sufficient to say that he took it on? 

It's an interesting question. If he took on the mission 
and did not protest, does that mean that he willingly took 
it on? I don't know. 

Q. Given that definition, would you say that you 
willingly took it on? 

A. Did I protest? I think I was — was very 
sad; I was very broken up; I was some in shock. Perhaps 
the fact that I went indicates the unwillingness at the 
time. The will was already broken. 

Q. So what were your responsibilities in the 


RPF? 

A. For the first period I cleaned, scraped, and 
cleaned stairs in the boiler room of the Harrison Hotel, 
and later a set of back stairs, and this went on for a 
couple of days, and then I — somebody else was assigned 
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to the RPF. 

For the first few days it was only my wife 
and myself. Then someone else was assigned. I think her 
name was Marie Sprangers, and Sandy Wilhere came shortly 
thereafter so there were the four of us. And then it 
started to expand and within a few days I had to start to 
assemble a course and create some kind of a route for the 
inmates out of there. 

See, Scientology has an interesting theory, 
or L. Ron Hubbard. One doesn't give a sentence; one gives 
an indeterminate sentence, and one could theoretically be 
in there for many lifetimes. So it's incumbent for the 
inmates to come up with their own devices to figure out 
the puzzle of how to get out of prison. 

And that was my task for the — after a week 
or so when I began to see that this was realistic and that 
in fact Mr. Hubbard had sent a mission to Clearwater which 
had as one of its goals the establishment of a, an RPF so 
that those who he viewed were countering his intention for 
the operation of Scientology and the way he perceived that 
it was supposed to be running, could be dumped, dumped his 
people in there, keep them silent, and keep them off the 
lines, and in that way remove any obstacles that he might 
see to his plan of conquering the world or whatever his 
scheme was. 

So it grew and I became the RPF Bosun. 

Within about ten days of my arrival, I began to assemble 
the prior issues. And then in 1974 when Mr. Hubbard came 
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up with the idea of — for the RPF he had created a whole 
series — 2210- — it was a series, a two thousand number, 
like 22102 RF-G, and it goes on and on. 

And so I had to find these, and we got these 
from the mimeo department in Clearwater and began to 
assemble them and put together a course so that the RPF 
would have something to do other than just slave labor. 

And that went on for about maybe a month or 
month and a half, and then I was removed by the mission 
from the RPF Bosun post. I was told I wasn't being hard 
enough on the inmates. And then my wife and I were still 
sleeping together during this process, and somebody got 
the grand idea that this was illegal, and so that was part 
of the demotion. 

And so then for the next -- until about 
January of 1977, I remained an RPF member with no other 
post or authority than that of an RPF member. And then in 
1977 , Januairy of '77, I again became the RPF Bosun, and my 
job at that time was to control the RPF, get products from 
the RPF, and create very good fit-the-mold Hubbardian- 
cloned RPF members. 

Q. Okay, let me ask you a couple of questions. 
Bosun, as I understand, does that mean you were head of 
the RPF? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you during this period of time have any 
communication with Mr. Hubbard, direct communications? 

A. No. 
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Q. Did you have any indirect communications? 

A. There was just that he sent down what's 
called a CS, which is something to be done to someone in 
an auditing session, in which someone by the name of Bill 
Fosdick was indicated as a Suppressive Person to me. And 
that was the only communication from him to me during that 
period. 

Q. Were you participating in auditing during 
this period? 

A. Yep. Indirectly throughout that period he 
because I had contacts in Portugal, he continued to use me 
to obtain medications from Portugal and to handle the sale 
of his cars which had been abandoned in Portugal when the 
ship left Madeira. 

So on a liaison with Kima Douglas, who was 
then the CO Communicating Officer of the Household Unit, I 
continued on a fairly regular basis both to — to 
telephone to Portugal and in written communication to 
people over there -- Mr. Hubbard's tailor, and the person 
who was selling Mr. Hubbard's cars, and with agents in — 
and with agents in Spain and Portugal. 

Reason I was given for this was that Mr. 
Hubbard had grown dependent on these particular 
medications which were only available in those countries, 
and as I had a knowledge of the people over there — and 
so I continued on as the contact point to them for Mr. 
Hubbard. 

So that was really the only involvement I had 
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for him personally during that period of time. 

Q. Did you have any face-to-face meetings with 
Mr. Hubbard during that period — 

A. No. 

Q. — that you were in the RPF? 

So approximately what was the date you left 


the RPF? 

A. 

Q. 

A. 


December 1st, 1977. 

And what did you do at that particular time? 
I became a proofreader. I proofread Mr. 
Hubbard's movie script and accompanying novel, and I made 
corrections, and I did that for about two weeks. 

Q. Did you meet with Mr. Hubbard — 

A. No. 


Q. — To discuss any of this? 

Were you still in Florida? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was Mr. Hubbard in Florida? 

A. No. 

Q. Where was Mr. Hubbard, if you know? 

A. I knew of the intention back in 1976 of 
securing for him a residence in La Quinta on — there were 
three properties being considered at that time for 

purchase or were purchased. So I knew that he was in that 

location, or at least I knew of that intention, and at one 
point I was grilled on the Guardians Office about what I 
knew about that location in 1977. So I still assumed that 
he was at that location, and then at the end of 1977 I 
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confirmed 

that. 

Q. 

How did you confirm that? 

A. 

I was assigned to that location. 

Q. 

That was La Quinta? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

So did you go there in December of '77? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

And what was your post? 

A. 

Initially I was — I worked on making sets. 

Q. 

What kind of sets? 

A. 

These were flats and sets for movie 


production. 


Q. 

How long did this last? 

A. 

It lasted maybe a couple of weeks. 

Q. 

Then what did you do next? 

A. 

Then I made props. 

Q. 

And how long did that last? 

A. 

A couple of weeks. 

Q. 

And what was next? 

A. 

Then I became the Sets In-Charge. 

Q. 

How long did you hold that position? 

A. 

Oh, maybe a couple of weeks. 

Q. 

Where were you living at the time? 

A. 

In La Quinta. 

Q. 

And did you see Mr. Hubbard during this 

period? 


A. 

During much of that on a daily basis. 

Q. 

Did you have face-to-face conversations with 
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him? 


A. Yes. 

Q. And what would you discuss in those 
conversations? 

A. Just about everything had to do with some 
aspect of movies, in my case, sets. He was the director 
of the films, and he wrote the scripts. So he had a lot 
of input into what he wanted. He would arrive and look at 
a set or he would — he was on the set, on the sound 
stage, on exterior shoot. It was an almost daily basis 
that I saw him throughout 1978 up to, I guess, September, 
something like that. 

Q. Through September of '78? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. During this time you were living at La 

Quinta, and Mr. Hubbard was also living there? 

A. Yes. 

Q. There are various properties, are there not, 


at La Quinta? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Where were you living? 

A. I lived on a property called — at two of the 

properties. One was called Palms, and one was called 

Olives. Through most of that time I lived at the property 
called Olives, which was the property sort of between Mr. 
Hubbard's property called Rifle and the Palms property. 

Q. Now, can you describe where Mr. Hubbard was 

living? Well, did he live any place other than Rifle 
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during this period from December 1977 through September 
*78, if you know? 

A. If he did, it was maybe for a day, in which 
case I may not have known about it. But, no, he was there 
during all of that period. 

Q. Did you have any other job responsibilities 
or other post itself during that period other than what 
you've described? 

A. Yeah. I was — I worked in lighting. I lit 
sets. I worked in the camera unit; I was the — a 
location scout; I was the assistant producer; I was the — 
it was an administrative post, and I don't recall the 
title of it, but I worked in just about every aspect of 
the film production in La Quinta up until September, I 
believe it was, of '78. 

Q. So your communication with Mr. Hubbard during 

this period primarily concerned movie production -- 

A. Yes. 

Q. — is that your testimony? Do you recall 

having any discussions of any other subjects with Mr. 
Hubbard? 

A. Well, Mr. Hubbard could talk about anything. 
There was — I don't recall that there was anything with 
me individually, but there was me and him and all the 
other crew. And he could talk about, you know, he would 
talk about Scientology; he would talk about auditing; he 
would talk about plants; he would talk about building the 
studio; he would talk about cars; he would talk about the 
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properties themselves and what was to be done on the 
properties. 

And during a lot of those conversations, 
either because I was on the set, or because I was a guard 
and therefore accompanied Mr. Hubbard on walks around the 
property or was at his house on guard duty or — or 
because I had a job or position which he would be talking 
about or issuing orders concerning, I had quite a bit of 
contact with him during this time. 

Q. What was the next post you held? 

A. I was again assigned by Mr. Hubbard to the 
RPF. So I was an RPF member. 

# Q. This assignment by Mr. Hubbard, was it in 
writing or orally? 

A. It was in writing. 

Q. Do you have a copy of that? 

A. I don't think so. 

Q. Was that signed by Mr. Hubbard? 

A. Yep. They all were. They said "LR". 

Q. Then how long were you in the RPF during this 

period? 

A. Eight months. 

Q. And where were you living? 

A. I lived first at the RPF property called 

Monroe, which was on Monroe Avenue or Street between La 
Quinta and Indio, and then later I lived at Gilman Hot 
Springs in the RPF quarters which were the old greensman's 
shack. 
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Q. And where was Hr. Hubbard living? 

A. Mr. Hubbard lived during part of that period 

in La Quinta, during part of the period in a nearby motel^ 
and during part of that period in Hemet. 

Q. Now, can you tell me the approximate dates 
that Mr. Hubbard was living in La Quinta? 

A. He lived in La Quinta perhaps through 
September and some of October. And it was when he ordered 
a lot of renovations done to his home in La Quinta and 
while I was involved in carrying out those renovations, he 
lived off the property during that period; he did not live 
in his home. And it was sometime early in 1979 that he 
moved from the La Quinta property, from Rifle to Hemet. 

Q. Do you recall the month in 1979 that he moved 
to Hemet? 


A. That he moved? 

Q. Yes? 

A. No. It was early 1979. It may have been 

February or March, something like that. 

Q. And you were living at La Quinta at the time? 

A. No, I was living at Gilman Hot Springs. 

Q. When did you move to Gilman Hot Springs? 

A. December of 1978. 

Q. And what were your job responsibilities 

during this period of time? 

A. In the beginning in 1978 when I was first 
assigned to the RPF, I worked — I came to the Gilman Hot 
Springs -- I'm sorry — to the La Quinta properties on 
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about a daily basis. 

And the RPF carried out cleaning, gardening, 
renovations. We installed a brick pathway for Mr. Hubbard 
outside of the Olives' house; we worked on all the 
properties during that period, on all the La Quinta 
properties. There was a bus which arrived every morning 
and picked us up from Monroe and took us to the La Quinta 
properties. 

In the November-December period of 1978, I 
worked on a daily basis for about three weeks, I guess, on 
Mr. Hubbard's house in La Quinta, the Rifle property. So 
I was involved both doing the work myself and supervising 
crews who were RPF members who carried out the work on Mr. 
Hubbard's house. 


That entailed the removal of all the -- all 
fiberglass from the property and taking out all the 
ducting in the house and reinstalling the ducting after it 
was all cleaned and rinsed with a different type of 
insulation, and tiling of his floor and the painting of 
the whole house, the installation of carpet in Mrs. 
Hubbard's office and the living room. 

Q. And the period of time we are talking about 
here that you were involved in these activities was — 

A. November, December, 1978. 


Q. Till? 

A. Till I left in November, December 
left sometime in December 1978 to go to Gilman 
where the RPF was again assigned to renovate a 


— no, I 
Hot Springs 
house, a 
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home, a residence for Mr. Hubbard, and I did that 
throughout the period that I was in the RPF at Gilman Hot 
Springs. 

Q. I'm sorry. I'm not sure I have the dates. 
You were working at Gilman Hot Springs during which 
period? What are the dates? When did you begin working 
at Gilman Hot Springs? 

A. In December of 1978, and I continued at 

Gilman Hot Springs through January of 1980. 

Q. And where was Mr. Hubbard living? 

A. During most of that period in an apartment 
complex in Hemet. 

Q. This is beginning in early 1979 Mr. Hubbard 
began living in an apartment complex in Hemet? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And he lived there until what date, if you 

know? 

A. 

Q. 

complex? 

A. 

Q. Where did you get the information that Mr. 
Hubbard was living there? 

A. From Mike and Kima Douglas, from Warwick 
Allcock, from Gail Irwin and Diana Voegeding. 

Q. And what did these individuals tell you? 

A. That there — he was living in an apartment 
complex in Hemet.

Q. And what was the next post you held? 

A. Here we're going back to the RPF post; is 

that correct? 

Q. Actually, in terms of dates, you worked at 
the La Quinta — 

A. I was in the RPF until approximately April of 
1979 at which point I got out of the RPF, and I was 
assigned as the LRH Renovations Purchaser, and I purchased 
the materiel and appliances and decorations and just about 
anything that had to do with the house which was being 
renovated for Mr. Hubbard, or for the offices which were 
being renovated for Mr. Hubbard on the Gilman Hot Springs 
property, and that went on until, I guess, the summer of 
1979. 

Q. And the purpose of renovating these houses 


was what? 

A. It was to make a permanent residence for Mr. 
Hubbard. 

Q. What was the next post you held? 

A. Then in the summer of 1979 I became the LRH 

Renovations In-Charge. 

Q. And where were you living? 

A. In Gilman Hot Springs. 

Q. And it’s your testimony that although you did 
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not have personal knowledge of this, you believed at that 


time that 

Mr. Hubbard was living at Hemet? 

A. 

Yes. 

Q. 

All right. How long were you LRH Renovations 


In-Charge? 


A. 

Until January of 1980. 

Q. 

And what occurred then? 

A. 

Then in January 1980 I petitioned L. Ron 


Hubbard to become the researcher for the biography, and I 
was posted to something called the LRH Personal PRO 
Researcher post, called also the LRH Archivist or

Q. 

Did you continue to live at La Quinta? 

A. 

You mean Gilman Hot Springs?

This was in approximately January 1980?

Q. This would be after you left Gilman Hot 
Springs and moved to the Cedars Complex? 

A. No. I was informed by Laurel at that time 
that there was no line to Mr. Hubbard, and so at that 
particular time I stopped communicating to him. Up to 
that time I had communicated to him. 

Q. When was this conversation that you were 
informed that there was no line to Mr. Hubbard? 

A. It was very shortly after our moving from 
Gilman Hot Springs to Los Angeles. 

Q. Now, was Mr. Hubbard still living in Hemet at 


that time? 

A. I was told by Laurel that he had left Hemet. 
It would be shortly after our arrival in Los Angeles that 
he had totally dropped out of sight. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge as to where he went 
when he left Hemet? 

A. I was only told — and this was by 
speculation — I was told that he was still in the 
Southern California area and this — this was by Laurel 
and by Vickie Livingston, who related that Pat Broeker 
could show up on very brief notice. And it was known that 
Pat and Annie were with Mr. Hubbard when he left Hemet in 
February or March, and Vickie Livingston and Mike Smith at 
that time were in charge of Mr. Hubbard's finances, and 
Vickie told me that Pat could arrive on fairly short

Now, I grant you the possibility exists that 
Mr. Miscavige could have been kidding us all, but I was 
informed that Mr. Hubbard had asked for these things. 

Additionally, communications throughout 1980 
which were purported to be from Mr. Hubbard, but as we 
know, Mary Sue has testified that they weren't. So, 
again, it could have been a very elaborate ruse of all 
Scientologists, Mr. Hubbard's most dedicated personal 
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staff, but 
period.

EXAMINATION RESUMED 

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

Q. Back on the record. The reporter just read 
back the last question and your answer in which you 
referred to Mr. Hubbard's dedicated personal staff. 

Is there any question in your mind that Mr. 
Hubbard's personal staff was extremely dedicated to Mr. 
Hubbard's interests? In other words, is that an accurate 
description? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Your testimony was, I believe, in January 
1980, you began work as an archivist at the Cedars 
Complex. Is that accurate? Do I have the date right? 

A. I began work originally as an archivist in 

the Gilman Hot Springs property and then shortly 
thereafter moved out to Los Angeles where I continued in 
that capacity. 

Q. Then how long did you have that post? 

A. Until December of 1981. 

Q. And during that entire time, were you working 
at the Cedars Complex in Los Angeles? 

A. Except for the periods of time in which I 
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traveled in the Southern California area or up the Pacific 
Coast or into the Midwest to do research in connection 
with the biography project, yes. 

Q. Did you have any communications with Mr. 
Hubbard during that period? That would be February 1980 
to December 1981. 

A. The only one which came to me directly, and 
that was via David Miscavige, was a request that Mr. 
Hubbard had to send him a copy of EXCALIBUR. I myself was 
instructed by Laurel Sullivan that there was no line of 
communication to Mr. Hubbard, and we could not even 
pretend that there was a line; because if we pretended 
that there was a line, then those people who had named Mr. 
Hubbard in lawsuits could effect service in that matter. 

So that was the only communication during that period. 

Q. Is David Miscavige one of the people that you 
would characterize as being committed to L. Ron Hubbard? 
"Dedicated," I think was your word, to L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. That was certainly my opinion of these people 
back at that time. 

Q. Do you have a different opinion of that 

today? 

A. That is a very interesting point. After I 
got out of the organization or actually even before I got 
out, I began to perceive that those people who he may 
consider his closest friends or those who considered 
themselves his closest friends, his supporters, his 
personal staff, were in fact causing his own destruction. 
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In what way? 

A. By the promulgation of lies about Mr. 

Hubbard; by the involving of Mr. Hubbard, perhaps by his 
own choice, but nevertheless involving him in GO criminal 
operations; by the attack on individuals which would lead 
to the further involving of Mr. Hubbard and more lawsuits; 
by the — by the involvement of a whole organization in 
lies about Mr. Hubbard; by the public relations' creation 
of Mr. Hubbard as a charlatan. That's about it. 

Q. While these various individuals, friends, 
supporters, and personal staff of Mr. Hubbard — people 
who were in those staff positions, during the period that 
they were in those positions, some of whom may have left 
subsequently -- based on your experience, would you say 
that it was consistently true that the people in those 
positions tried to do what they thought was in the best 
interests of Mr. Hubbard? 

A. I think everyone at any time does what he 
considers is right. 

Q. But that wasn't my question. What I'm 
looking for is in the interests of Mr. Hubbard from the 
standpoint of the people in those positions. 

A. No, I don't think they did. They would not 
have done what they did if they had his best interests in 
mind. 

Q. What "they did," referring to — 

A. Those things. 

Q. The points you just made immediately 
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preceding this question? 

While you were a staff person in the Sea 
Organization, did you try to act in what you saw as the 
best interests of Mr. Hubbard? 

A. A great deal of the time, yes. 

Q. And the times that you did not — there were 

times, in other words, that you did not act in what you 
thought were the best interests of Mr. Hubbard? 

A. Yes. There were times when I believe that my 
fear of Mr. Hubbard or Mr. Hubbard's messengers or what 
would happen to me or being further assigned to the RPF or 
some other thing like that, I believe that there were 
times when I sacrificed my integrity in the face of such 
f ear. 


Q. During the period of time that you were 
working on the archives' project which ended in December 
1981, did you ever see Mr. Hubbard personally? 

A. No. 

Q. When was the last time you actually saw Mr. 
Hubbard? 

A. It was in late 1979. 

Q. And do you recall the circumstances of that? 

A. Yeah, that was up at his house in Gilman Hot 

Springs. 

Q. Did you speak to him at that time? 

A. Just a "Hi". 

Q. And you were working at that time in what 

capacity? 
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A. I was in charge of the Household Unit at 

Gilman Hot Springs. 

Q. And where were you living? 

A. Gilman Hot Springs. 

Q. Where was Mr. Hubbard living? 

A. Hemet. 

Q. And he came over to Gilman Hot Springs to see 
how the work was going? 

A. Yes f in part. He did other things while he 
was there, but he did come to Gilman Hot Springs. 

Q. What did he do then when he would come to 
Gilman Hot Springs? 

A. There were — in the summer of or early fall 
of 1979 he arrived at his house in Gilman Hot Springs and 
walked from there to a small studio which had been 
constructed on the property. At that point in time during 
those times he supervised, directed, gave orders, some 
filming. Actually they were shooting stills at that time 
during that period in that little studio, and he came 
to — also to his house and had meals, drinks, sat around 
his house. At other times he arrived on the property to 
meet with Mary Sue Hubbard. 

Q. When was the last time you had any written 
communication from Mr. Hubbard? 

A. It would have been about February 1980. 

Q. What were the circumstances of that? 

A. That was a reply to a briefing report I sent 

him, what I was doing on the biography and archive 
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projects at that time and about materials which I had 
discovered amongst his personal effects, and that sort of 
thing, and this was a reply to that. 

And it was about the same period I received 
another one from him that had to do with the film 
DIVEBOMBER and Safe Environment Fund which was — they 
were planning to put on an event which was a movie to show 
an L. Ron Hubbard movie DIVEBOMBER. And my research 
showed that — that it was not in fact a movie which he 
had done, and he got word of this, and he wrote a dispatch 
down to the Safe Environment Fund and also a copy to 
myself, which laid out his statement on the film 
DIVEBOMBER. And this would have been, I guess, in 
February of 1980. 

Q. So is it your testimony that you last saw and 
spoke briefly with Mr. Hubbard in late 1979 in Gilman Hot 
Springs, and that you last received a written 
communication from him in the form of a report in February 
of 1980? 

A. Yes, those are the last things which went 
directly to me. 

Q. All right. I want to go through some 
documents we requested you to bring with you today. 

A. You requested? 

Q. I'll give you a list. 

Yes. This is a Declaration for a Subpoena 
Duces Tecum which was served on Julia Dragojevic, your 
attorney, who represented to me that she would produce any 
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of these documents that you have in your possession at 
today's deposition. So I want to go through these. 
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First, do you have any documents in your 
possession? Did you bring anything to the deposition 
today? 


A. No. 

Q. Have you seen this list prior to today? 

A. I don't think so. 

Q. Did you discuss with Ms. Dragojevic this 
request to bring to today's deposition certain documents? 

A. She may have mentioned something about it. I 

don't think I have anything of these things.

Q. Going to the second request, any and all 
correspondence between yourself and L. Ron Hubbard and 
Mary Sue Hubbard? 

A. No. 

Q. You don't have any such correspondence? 

A. I don't think so. If I do, I don't know. It 
may be an old Christmas card or something like that. 

Q. Did you exchange correspondence with either 
Mr. or Mrs. Hubbard on any occasion that you can recall? 

A. Oh, hundreds, maybe thousands of times. I 
wrote to them; I sent reports. 

Q. Did you exchange any correspondence other 

than in your capacity in various Sea Organization, 
Scientology posts? In other words, did you exchange any 
personal letters? 

A. Subsequent to getting out, I wrote a letter 
to Mary Sue Hubbard, and I think you people have that 
letter. I don't have it. I don't have a copy of it, but 
it was produced at an earlier deposition, I think my 
deposition. 

Q. Are you referring to the letter that you 
attempted to send to Mrs. Hubbard which contained in it a 
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letter of correspondence between her and her husband? 

A. Yes. 

Q. I believe — 

A. And there was a letter from me which was 

enclosed in the same envelope, at least when I sent it. 

So that's all I know of right now. 

Q. Other than that example, can you think of any 
other correspondence that you've had of a personal nature 
between yourself and Mr. or Mrs. Hubbard? 

A. You mean and that I have such documentation 
now? No. 

Q. Can you think of any that you do not have, 
any times that you recall having had personal 
correspondence with either of the Hubbards? 

A. All other correspondence was during a time 
when I was on a post of one description or another. 

Q. Request No. 3, any and all correspondence 
between Ronald DeWolf and L. Ron Hubbard or Mary Sue 
Hubbard. Do you have in your possession any letters to or 
from Mr. DeWolf, between Mr. DeWolf and Mr. and Mrs. 
Hubbard? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you ever had in your possession any such 
communications? 

A. Yes. 

Q. If you recall, what were those? 

A. Those were many letters between Ronald DeWolf 

or Nibs or L. Ron Hubbard, Jr. to L. Ron Hubbard, answers 
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from L. Ron Hubbard, and correspondence between Ron DeWOlf 
and Mary Sue Hubbard. I had a great deal of such 
correspondence while in archives. In Mr. Hubbard's 
personal archives there was a great deal of such 
correspondence. 

Q. And where is that correspondence located 

today? 

A. That correspondence is in archives. 

Q. In the custody of the Church of Scientology? 

A. I've no idea. That's where I left it. 

Q. Were copies of these letters put under seal 

by the Superior Court in connection with the case of 
Church of Scientology vs. Armstrong, do you know? 

A. I believe that a portion of them are under 
seal now. 

Q. Were any of those letters sent to Michael 
Flynn by you? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know whether any of those letters that 
were sent to Mr. Flynn were returned and placed under 
seal, if you know? 

A. I believe so. I believe I saw a pack of them 
under seal and that it was complete. 

Q. Request No. 4: Any and all documents, notes, 
memoranda, correspondence, calendars, diaries, or other 
written material relating to the residence of L. Ron 
Hubbard. Do you have any such documents? 

A. Well, let me think. I don't know. 
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Q. Well, have you ever had in your possession 
such documents relating to such residence? 

A. Well, when I was in the organization I had 
lots of these. 

Q. Can you describe these? 

A. I had mission orders, I had project orders, I 
had Mr. Hubbard's orders relative to the La Quinta and 
Gilman Hot Springs residences, I had photographs. 

Q. Have you ever had any correspondence or other 
documentation relating to Mr. Hubbard's residence that 
would have been transmitted to you subsequent to your 
moving to the Cedars Complex in February 1980? 

A. Yeah. There was — I corresponded at that 
time with Leo Johnson. This would be throughout a great 
deal of 1980. And in those communications he asked me — 
he had taken over the post from me, and he asked me about 
work which was to be done, what had been done, what was 
intended; he asked me about monies which were involved in 
the projects to do with Mr. Hubbard's residence and 
offices at Gilman Hot Springs. 

Additionally, in late 1981 I received a 
written communication having to do — something about what 
I knew of LRH orders regarding his offices in the studio. 
There was a studio office and an office in the villas, 
which is a different place on the property, but that's — 

I don't even recall who it came from. I was also called 
by telephone about that thing. 

Q. So this renovation work continued after you 
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left Gilman Hot Springs? 

A. By which I can answer that by saying that I 
don't believe it was continuous but that it was picked up 
again sometime later. 

Q. Do you know what dates they continued to do 
the renovation work at Gilman Hot Springs? 

A. The last communications were — to me were in 
either late November or early December of 1981. 

Q. This is just prior to your leaving the Sea 
Organization? 

A. Yes. 

Q. So in November or December 1981, renovation 

work was going on at the Gilman Hot Springs complex? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. Was this going on with the expectation that 

Mr. Hubbard would at some point live there? 

A. That was my understanding. 

Q. Request No. 6 — No, I'm sorry. We're on 5: 
Any and all documents, notes, memoranda, correspondence, 
calendars, diaries, or other written material relating to 
real or personal property owned by L. Ron Hubbard. 

Do you have any such documents in your 

possession? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you ever had any such documents in your 

possession? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Could you describe those? 
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A. I had in my possession throughout 1980 and 
'81 Mr. Hubbard's personal archives in which were 
contained diaries, calendars, correspondence, memoranda, 
notes, and documents, many of which relate to real or 
personal property owned by L. Ron Hubbard. The extent of 
these things, I would say many thousands of documents, 
referred to such real or personal property. That's all I 
could say. 

(Brief Recess.) 

(Record read.) 

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

Q. Other than those documents that you obtained 

in your archives' position, did you have any other 
documents relating to real or personal property of Mr. 
Hubbard? 

A. No. 

Q. Proceeding to Request No. 6 which asks for 
any and all documents, notes, memoranda, correspondence, 
calendars, diaries, and other written material relating to 
communications of any nature between L. Ron Hubbard and 
any family member or friend of L. Ron Hubbard, do you have 
any such documents in your possession now. 

A. I don't think so, no. 

Q. Did you at one time have such documents in 
your possession? 

A. Thousands of them. 

Q. You are referring to the archives' materials? 

A. Yes. 
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Q. Irrespective of the archives' materials, have 
you at any time had any communications such as that 
requested in No. 6? 

A. Not subsequent to that. Prior to that while 
I was in the Sea Org and working on posts in the Sea Org, 

I had a lot of such correspondence pass through my hands 
or was available to me. I no longer have any such. 

Q. All right. No. 7: Any and all documents, 
notes, memoranda, correspondence, calendars, diaries or 
other written material relating to the dissipation of 
assets belonging to L. Ron Hubbard. 

Do you have any such documents in your 

possession? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you had any such documents in your 
possession? 

A. I don't -- I don't recall seeing anything 
specifically on that. 

Q. This request deals with documents indicating 

unauthorized use of Mr. Hubbard's assets. Do you recall 
ever having seen any materials dealing with that subject? 

A. I do recall that it was a — it was a claim 
which Mr. Hubbard made on occasion that — something to 
that effect -- within the biographical materials, I 
believe, from the period when he was in Rhodesia, that the 
organization was breaking him or something like that. But 
there was never anything this specific on it. 

Q. When you say materials from Rhodesia, what 
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year approximately is this? 

A. '66, '67. 

Q. Can you explain what is meant by your term 
the organization is "breaking him"? 

A. This was the concept which he conveyed in 
this correspondence, and I always got the impression from 
various things that he wrote that he felt like his assets 
were being dissipated by organization individuals. This 
was in policies. This was that sort of thing. 

But I don't — whether or not that was a 
different period in that — in that he during that time 
had control of the organization, and I always took that as 
an out that he was using, that this was the way in which 
he could justify making so much money from Scientology by 
pointing the finger in the other direction and claiming 
that Scientology is ripping off his assets. That's a 
different situation, perhaps, from the case at hand. 

Q. Now, are you talking about specific documents 
that are contained in the archives that mention this? 

A. Yes. And the public relations' claims of Mr. 
Hubbard that he used $13 million of his own funds to — he 
forgave the Church $13 million. 

Q. And who was this correspondence to? 

A. That was something he wrote to the newspapers 
and it's contained in policies of the organization. But, 
again, it's the — I took it, when I became aware of what 
Mr. Hubbard was attempting to do, that this was just a 
clever PR gambit on his part and nothing more than that. 
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The fact was he had profited greatly from Scientology. 

Q. So you are saying, rather than Scientology 
dissipating Mr. Hubbard's assets, Mr. Hubbard actually 
gained financially by his relationship with Scientology? 

A. This was during the period in which Mr. 
Hubbard had absolute control of the organization. It is 
probably very different from the current state of affairs. 

I don't know what the current state of 
affairs are, but at that time L. Ron Hubbard had absolute 
control of Scientology. If he no longer has absolute 
control of Scientology, then perhaps if his assets are 
being moved, then there may be dissipation of those 
assets. But that is a different thing from Mr. Hubbard's 
view or his public relations' stands several years ago. 

Q. So other than these documents that you 

mention having seen in the archives from approximately 
1966 to '67, do you recall any other materials relating to 
the dissipation of Mr. Hubbard's assets? 

A. No. 

Q. All right. Request No. 8 asks for any and 

all documents, notes, memoranda, correspondence, 
calendars, diaries or other written material relating to 
communications with anyone, other than with your own 
attorney which is subject to the attorney-client 
privilege, relating to the alleged death of L. Ron 
Hubbard. 

Do you have any documents that relate to the 
charges that Mr. Hubbard is dead? 
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A. No. 

Q. Have you seen any documents relating to that 

subject? 

A. No. 

Q. And you've never had in your possession any 

documents relating to that position? 

A. No. 

Q. Request No. 9: Any and all documents, notes, 

memoranda, correspondence, calendars, diaries, or other 
written materials relating to communications with anyone 
regarding the claim of Ronald DeWolf to be a person 
entitled to participate in the distrib ution of tire estate 
of L. Ron Hubbard if L. Ron Hubbard is dead. 

Do you have in your possession any such 

documents? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you ever had in your possession any 

documents relating to Mr. Hubbard's estate and indicating 
who would be entitled to participate? ' In other words, a 
will is a possibility, or other forms of documentation. 

A. There were within archives a number of wills 
of Mr. Hubbard, and I believe that Ronald DeWolf was named 
in the wills which I saw, but I do not recall the 
specifics, and I believe that these were 1959 or prior 
wills.

Q. Do you have any knowledge as to whether there 
were any subsequent wills? 

A. I was told by Laurel Sullivan that

Q. So other than wills that you have seen in the 
archives which you believe to be from 1959 and earlier and 
a conversation with Laurel Sullivan, you do not have any 
information relating to documentation of Mr. Hubbard's 
estate and the distribution of his assets? 

A. No. 

Q. "No," meaning that you don't have any? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. Okay, Mr. Armstrong. Now I want to go 

through another document with you. 

MR. MAGNUSON: Let's put this on the record. We'll 
mark the document entitled Declaration for Subpena Duces 
Tecum and attached Exhibit A as Respondent's Exhibit A, 
and the document that we're about to discuss. Petition for 
Appointment of Trustee and Order for Filing of Petition 
and Fixing Date of Hearing in the Estate of L. Ron Hubbard 
marked Respondent's B, which we are just talking about.

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

Q. Would you Mr. Hubbard — I'm sorry, Mr. 
Armstrong, produce those? We could make arrangements to 
do so. I would like to look at those documents. 

A. That's fine. I could have those sent to you. 
I can talk to my attorneys and you guys can make 
arrangements. 

Q. Let's do that. 

All right, Mr. Armstrong, if we can turn to 
Paragraph 2, the first sentence of which states — 
although it's cut off a little bit on this copy — "The 
absentee, L. Ron Hubbard, has been absent and unheard of 
from since March 1980 from his last and usual place of 
abode in Hemet, California." 

Do you have any knowledge regarding this 

allegation? 

A. I have seen dispatches or memos which I was 
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informed were from L. Ron Hubbard. These would have been 
in 1980, and they went to Laurel Sullivan. None of them 
were signed, and all of them had the note at the end, "LR" 
which I always took to mean "Love, Ron" and which 
indicated organizationally which was that it was from him. 
That's what I know of this. 

Q. At the time you read these communications to 
Laurel Sullivan, did you believe that they did come from 
Mr. Hubbard? 

A. Yes. 

Q. But you did not have any personal 
communication with Mr. Hubbard subsequent to March 1980, 
did you? 

A. No. 

Q. But you did have communications with other 

people within the Church of Scientology, indicating that 
somebody was in communication with Mr. Hubbard during this 
period; is that correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. The second sentence of this paragraph: 

"The absentee's present wife, former 
wives, children, relatives, friends and 
acquaintances, attorneys and accountants, 
have not spoken with, met, or heard 
from the absentee since March 19, 1980." 

Do you have any knowledge as to this 

allegation? 

A. Only what I have just said. I have not seen 
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any communications which were handwritten. I saw 
communications which were represented to me as being from 
L. Ron Hubbard and which I took to be from L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q. What did these communications relate to, if 
you recall? 


Q. They related to a tract in 19 — which Mr. 
Hubbard wrote in 1980, I understand, and that tract had to 
do with a set of moral precepts which he wrote out. 

Again, this was represented to me. I did not see any 
handwritten thing to do with it. 

Q. So if I understand your testimony, it's that 
there was a body of Scientology literature that was 
represented to you to have been authored by L. Ron Hubbard 
and was published in 1980? 

A. Yes. 

Q. From your experience were such documents 

authored by persons other than Mr. Hubbard? 

A. Yes. 


Q. Oh, explain that. 

A. Yes. A lot of the writings and policies of 
the organization were authored by other people using Mr. 
Hubbard's name, and this was quite a common practice in 
the top of the organization. Additionally messages, broad 
policy statements, Ron's journals, and that sort of thing 
were authored as if coming from L. Ron Hubbard. 

So the possibility definitely exists that all 
writings, all communications from — purported to be from 
Mr. Hubbard during this period, 1980, 1981, 1982, could be 
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from someone else. There is nothing in that body of data, 
policy, technology, which could not have been authored by 
someone else. 

Q. But you have no personal knowledge that these 
materials that were purportedly written by Mr. Hubbard 
were not written by Mr. Hubbard? 

A. No. I have no knowledge on those letters or 
memos which I saw which I believed at that time to come 
from Mr. Hubbard. I had no information to the contrary. 

I'm simply saying it was the policy in the 
past to author such things as if coming from Mr. Hubbard 
as, for example, Mary Sue —- although I tend to disbelieve 
her on that count — stated that everything which came 
from Mr. Hubbard or purported to come from Mr. Hubbard did 
not in fact come from him. I think in my opinion that 
that was a false statement and that some of the dispatches 
which were — in fact had the "LR" did come from Mr. 
Hubbard. But, you can see the doubt which the wife's 
statement puts in one's mind, because throughout 1978, 

'79, and '80, I saw a great number of dispatches typed 
"LR," and it was always represented to me that those were 
LRH correspondence, LRH orders. One must take them as if 
they were LRH orders, not as if they were fraudulent 
orders. 

Q. But you have no personal knowledge one way or 
the other on the question? In other words, you do not 
personally know whether these documents that you are 
referring to and at the time believed came from L. Ron 
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Hubbard and which you did not then examine, you do not now 
have any personal knowledge of whether they came from Mr. 
Hubbard or were written by someone else? 

A. Not those particular ones, no. 

Q. All right. Let's turn to Paragraph 11. 

Actually if we could go to the last section of Paragraph 
10 which relates to a period of time which you were in 
contact with Mr. Hubbard, I'd like to — 

A. Yes. 

Q. —- hear your views on certain of these 

allegations. Well, let's start from the beginning here: 
"Between approximately 1970 and March 1980, the absentee's 
health began to severely deteriorate." 

Let me note for the record that this 
paragraph has been stricken, but the allegations in here 
are directly relevant to a period in which Mr. Armstrong 
had contact with Mr. Hubbard. So I intend to inquire into 
it. 

You testified you had contact with Mr. 

Hubbard during that period 1970 to 1980 on. From what you 
were able to observe, what was Mr. Hubbard's health like? 

A. I first saw him in 1971 and the last time I 
saw him was in late 1979. I knew of one instance — this 
was in Curacao in 1975 when he was hospitalized, and I was 
told at that point in time that it was for pulmonary 
embolism and that it was a very serious thing and that he 
was lucky to pull through it. 

I know of his hospitalization because I made 
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clearance of the food to the hospital. 
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I observed between 1971 and 1978, when I 
spent a lot of time with Mr. Hubbard, what I would call 
a —-I perceived it then as a mental deterioration, in 
that his bouts of anger grew in intensity and length. I 
saw him during that time break into tremendous fits of 
rage, and his language was — he swore a lot and very 
intensely and very loudly. And I thought it was a 
degrading of the man and a degrading of us all. I know 
that in 1978, in the summer of 1978, he was — he had 
become progressively more overweight throughout. 

From 1971 forward to the point when -- 1978 
he was very overweight and I knew — I was on the set one 
day when he was obviously in very, very bad condition. I 
was told later by Kima Douglas that that was an attack of 

the same pulmonary embolism problem that he had had 

before. 

I was also told by messengers that he almost 
died and that David Mayo had been — David Mayo is an 
auditor within the organization — had been brought out to 
audit him, and that Dr. Denk had been brought out to treat 
him for this pulmonary embolism, and that this was in 
1978. 

When I saw him in 1979, he had lost a lot of 

weight and my feeling about him then was that we — we met 

at the studio, and we shook hands, and, you know, both 
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greeted each other. And I felt then that he was ■— he was 
very weak. He looked drawn, like the flesh was hanging on 
him like I had not seen it before, and he looked quite 
weak, weaker than I had ever seen him. This was the first 
time that I had seen him in several months, I guess, from 
when I had left La Quinta in perhaps December, and this 
was in the summer. So there was a six- or seven-month 
period. And I saw him and he looked very weak and drawn. 

I am aware from reading his various 
correspondence and medical records and that sort of thing 
of some of the claims or statements in this paragraph. 

Q. Let me ask you to elaborate on some of the 
points you just made. In 1975 you stated Mr. Hubbard was 
hospitalized. Do you recall how long he was in the 
hospital? 

A. I recall him being off the ship about two to 
three weeks. I don't know how long he was hospitalized at 
that time. I was told that it was very touch-and-go at 
that time. That was the statement from his medical 
officer. 


Q. Do you know the name of his medical officer? 
A. That was Kima Douglas. 

Q. Do you know whether Kima Douglas has any 
medical training? Is Kima a doctor? 

A. No. My understanding is that she has some 
medical training. 

Q. Do you know — 

A. I don't know how much. I know she was his 
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medical officer. That was her position. 

Q. Was she a registered nurse, do you know? 

A. I don't know if she was or not. 

Q. Did he then return to the ship? 

A. Yes, he did. 

Q. And was he active on the ship subsequent to 
his return? 


A. I don't recall any notable activity after 
that point. 

Q. — We - 3 ^ 3 ^,—in-other words, let^ae ask yo u this: 
Didn't he, after his recovery from his hospitalization in 
1975, continue to walk around, was not confined to the 
bed, lived basically a normal life subsequent to that 
period of hospitalization? 

A. I saw Mr. Hubbard after that, and I also saw 
him in Daytona, and he definitely was walking around. 

Q. And during the period that he was in La 
Quinta and Gilman Hot Springs, he was actively involved, 
was he not, in making movies and was not confined to a bed 
or a wheelchair?

Q. Did you ever see him confined to a 
wheelchair? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you ever see him other than when perhaps 

he was ill, being confined to a bed subsequent to his 
hospitalization of 1975? 

A. Not to my knowledge’. 

Q. Did you see any diminished level of activity 
on his part after this 1975 hospitalization? 

A. That's difficult to answer because shortly 

after that I went to Canada and then to Daytona Beach, and 

he went to Daytona Beach. So in Daytona Beach I did not 
see him on a regular basis. 

My perception was that in the 1978 incident 
there definitely was a diminished amount of activity, but 
in 1975 incidents I don't have anything to say about that. 

Q. But he did after that 1975 hospitalization 
continue to write and to supervise activities? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. And remained active in the same tasks that he 
had had prior to that? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. Now, this 1978 incident, other than being 

told by Kima Douglas, do you have any personal knowledge 
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of the circumstances surrounding that? 

A. 1978? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Well, I was aware at the time when Dr. Denk 

was brought out to the property, and I was told, probably 
by a couple of people who were messengers at the time, 
that Mr. Hubbard had almost died and, you know, how really 
serious it was. But I did not see Mr. Hubbard during that 
period. 

Q. Can you recall other than Kima Douglas who 

told you that Mr. Hubbard almost died? 

A. Diana Voegeding and I believe Doreen Gillham. 

Q. All right. Returning to Paragraph 10, this 

refers to three pulmonary embolisms, severe chronic 
arthritis, duodenal ulcers, chronic viral pneumonia, 
numerous broken bones and persistent suicidal 
inclinations. Let's take these one at a time. 

You referred to a 1975 hospitalization which 
you believe was for pulmonary embolism and a 1978 incident 
which you were told was a pulmonary embolism. Other than 
those two situations, do you have any knowledge as to any 
other pulmonary embolisms? 

A. I don't know. Not any personal knowledge. 

Q. Severe and chronic arthritis? 

A. I knew of arthritis from medical records, and 
I recall Kima talking about — about these things, the 
pneumonia and, I believe, the arthritis and bursitis. 

Q. What were these medical records you referred 
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to? Where did you see those? 

A. In archives. This was -— he had medical 
records indicating arthritis and a duodenal ulcer in the 
medical period subsequent to the war or during the war and 
for which he was treated in Oak Knoll Medical Hospital. 

Q. Did you see any records of treatment for 
arthritis or ulcers during the 1980s? 


A. 

No. 

Q. 

During the 1970s? 

A. 

I don't believe so. 

Q. 

The pneumonia, did you have any information 

regarding 

pneumonia? 

A. 

I recall Kima mentioning something about 


pneumonia, and that's all I know about. 


Q. 

Do you recall when she spoke about pneumonia? 

A. 

During a meeting with Michael Flynn. 

Q. 

When did that take place? 

A. 

I believe in June or July of 1982. 

Q. 

So in a meeting in June or July of 1982, in 


which you, Kima Douglas, and Michael Flynn were present, 
Kima Douglas mentioned pneumonia, that L. Ron Hubbard had 
had pneumonia? 

A. Something about that. I recall her 
mentioning the pulmonary embolism, bursitis, a cyst which 
he had on his head. 

(Brief recess.) 

(Record Read.) 

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 
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Q. Did you have anything else to add? 

A. No, she — she talked at some length about 

the — about his state at the time, his physical 
condition, and she stated at that time she had saved his 
life. 

Q. She stated that she had saved his life? 

A. Which perhaps she did. 

Q. What was she referring to, if you know? 

A. In -- to my recollection, it was when he had 
what she stated was the second — at least the second 
which I know about — pulmonary embolism, and she stated 
that he had said at that time that he’s dying and that 
he — he wanted her to not tell anyone but just take him 
out and bury him in the date field. I imagine the term 
"date field" was used because we lived at that time in a 
property which had a date field on it. 

And she said that she immediately called for 
Dr. Denk, who was a Los Angeles doctor, and got him out 
there, and she felt that if she hadn't recognized the fact 
that this was a repeat of the earlier attack that he had 
had in Curacao that he would have died, and she felt that 
she had saved his life. And she may have. 

So she did talk about his — his physical 
condition to some degree at greater length than I can, and 
she did treat the man for a long period of time. She — 
she mentioned that Dr. Denk had given them unsigned or, 
rather, signed blank prescriptions which could be filled 
in. And I knew from Mr. Hubbard's personal archives that

at that time back in the war period he had as well 

prescription blanks which he filled in in that case with 

phenobarbitol. 

Q. In this case are you referring to 19 — 

A. Back in the war period, the war and just 

subsequent to the war. So I knew of this practice. And 

then Kima reinforced it with her statement about having 
this sort of blank or signed blank prescription forms. 

Q. Did she also make this reference then to 
electroshock and coumadin? 

A. Now, I don't recall electroshock. I do 
recall her mentioning some — some drugs of some sort, and 
this could have been one of them. I don't recall. She 
mentioned testosterone. I don't recall this one. 

Q. Do you recall any of the other drugs she 
mentioned? 

A. I do recall this practice, though. I 
remember there was a Scientology medical — either a 
pharmacist or a nurse in the Oregon area who we used for 
getting prescription drugs for Mr. Hubbard without the use 
of a -— without going through a normal medical person. 

Q. Do you know what drugs these were? 

A. I don't recall. I just know that that — 

because I — I had to send the correspondence on this 
thing. I don't recall the name of the person. Oh, it was 
GO — somebody in the GO who was, I believe, a pharmacist 
or nurse up in Oregon. That's all I know. 

Q. And what period was this, what year? 
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A. This would have been '75-'76. 

Q. And so during 1975 and '76 you had personal 
knowledge of the obtaining of prescription drugs through a 
pharmacist or a nurse in Oregon? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And where were you when that was taking 

place? 

A. At Daytona Beach and Dunedin. 

Q. But you don't recall what these prescriptions 
were for? 

A. No. 

Q. And who else worked with you on this? 

A. They came I believe from — Kima was involved 

in that and there were GO people involved. We used — it 
went on GO lines; that is, it was — it was a GO person at 
the other end who was securing, getting these medicines, 
and we used GO telex lines and GO mail lines. That's all 
I recall of that. 

Q. Now, regarding this meeting that you attended 

with Kima Douglas or Michael Flynn in June or July 1982, 
who else was present at that meeting? 

A. Mike Douglas, Jim Dincalci, Nancy Dincalci. 

At different times there was different people there. 

Gordon Freedman might have been there through a part of 
this, but I don't know that he was there when she was 
talking about the — Mr. Hubbard's physical and mental 
condition. 

Q. So is the sole source of your knowledge about 
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this 1978 incident involving pulmonary embolism that 
explanation by Kima Douglas at that meeting? 

A. No. There were other messengers who knew 
about this incident and who related it to me. Also prior 
to that time, that incident, I had interviewed Kima or 
rather had introduced Omar Garrison to Kima, and he had 
interviewed her, and I was present for the interview, and 
this whole thing was related at that time again, that is, 
his physical condition, his statement about the date 
field, his — that she had probably saved his life. 

Q. And that information was related to Omar 
Garrison in your presence? 

A. Yes. 

Q. By whom? 

A. By Kima. 

Q. This is a meeting separate from the one that 
you referred to involving Michael Flynn? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And who else was present at that meeting? 

A. Mike Douglas. 

Q. And do you recall when this meeting took 
place approximately? 

A. Oh, the spring — spring of 1982. 

Q. But you have no personal knowledge — 

A. No. 

Q. — of this incident that has been related to 

you by third persons; is that accurate? 

A. That's correct. 
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Q. This reference here earlier in the paragraph 
to numerous broken bones through minor physical contact, 
do you have any knowledge of Mr. Hubbard's suffering any 
broken bones? 

A. Again, only what I was told. 

Q. And what were you told? 

A. That he had suffered a broken shoulder from 
falling off a motorcycle in 1974. I was present when he 
returned to the ship. I saw him return. I heard him 
during some of the period when he was in bed recuperating. 
I was informed of this by Laurel and Kima, that is, of 
what the medical practitioner found who treated him at 
that time. 

Q. Now, a bit earlier you testified as to what 
you saw as mental deterioration on the part of Mr. Hubbard 
in this latter period, and you gave examples of fits of 
rage and that he swore. Do you have any other examples 
you can point to of that, as you call it, mental 
deterioration? 

A. I saw him break down and cry, sob, cry, in 
1975 because he was going to be denied a Christmas like 
everyone else was getting, or at least that's what he 
stated at the time. 

I also saw him during that period break down 
and cry and state that someone had stolen something from 
his desk, someone was stealing his papers. I observed 
him — he seemed to lash out at other people more as time 
went on. I saw him -- he would receive a dispatch, 
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something, being some news of some sort, and break into a 
diatribe about that person. 

It seemed to me that his tolerance level 
dropped to the point where the slightest thing seemed to 
upset him and he broke into rages. 

In the latter part of shooting movies with 
him, he seemed to be at times lucid, and at times stupid, 
at times not perceiving what was really going on and what 
was happening on the set but involved in silly 
conversations or egocentric conversations. 

He, I observed, had an inability in the main 
to countenance disagreement, to allow other ideas which 
perhaps ran counter to his. That was, again, the 
intolerance of others. 

These are all my views, my observations. 

Q. Did he also — he was also continuing to 
write reports, supervise activities, conduct the 
production of movies and continue to function in his 
capacity as — 

A. Supreme controller of Scientology? 

Q. In whatever capacity he was in the different 
periods of time working under? 

A. Oh, ab- -- yes, but in my opinion the sanity 
of his control deteriorated. 

Q. But that wasn't my question. 

A. But the control was still there. 

Q. But the control was still there, and he 

continued to function and play his role in various

activities relating to the Church? 

A. Definitely. Regardless of how sane or insane 
he was, he has always played his role. 

Q. Okay. Let's go to Paragraph 11: 

"Between March 1980 on and the present 
date, there has been no communication of any 
nature or description to any church official, 
relative, friends, acquaintances, attorney or 
accountant, including husband, children, and 
his wife Mary Sue Hubbard." 

We've touched on this. Do you have any 
knowledge of this alleged lack of communication subsequent 
to March 1980? 

A. I received communications or, rather, I saw 
communications which were represented to me to be from L. 
Ron Hubbard. I did not see any signatures, current 
signatures, during that period. However the 
communications which I saw I took to be during 1980 from 
L. Ron Hubbard, and, again, there is a very few of them. 
They had to do with the legal involvements that Laurel 
Sullivan was working on; that was the MCCS mission. They 
had to do with his book. And that's what I recall. 

Q. In the second sentence it refers to suicidal 
inclinations. Do you have any knowledge of any suicidal 
inclinations on Mr. Hubbard's part? 

A. I don't know of anything. I suppose the 
strongest statement that I have heard in that regard was 
Kima's statement, "take me out and bury me in the date 
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field. " 

Q. Other than that statement? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. Do you have any other knowledge? You don't 

have any. 

Do you have any knowledge regarding the 
allegation that numerous governmental agencies throughout 
the world are presently seeking Mr. Hubbard's presence for 
pending grand juries? 

A. No. 

Q. You have no knowledge about that allegation? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you discussed any of these points we've 
been over in Paragraph 11 with Michael Flynn? 

A. I am quite sure that in some conversation at 
sometime some of these points or words at least within 
here have been touched upon during our conversations. I 
don't recall anything specific on these various points. 

We would have to become very broad to encompass these 
things in our communications. 

Q. Do you recall any of these matters being 
discussed at the meeting that you referred to earlier, 

June or July? 

MR. CHEONG: Mr. Magnuson, let me interject. 

As to any communications you had between 
yourself and Mr. Flynn, if you had these conversations 
with Mr. Flynn in his capacity as an attorney, you may 
have an an attorney-client privilege which may be 
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protected, in which case you would not be obliged to 
answer these questions. Those are deemed communications 
between you and Mr. Flynn. 

MR. MAGNUSON: In his capacity as your attorney, 

not — 

THE WITNESS: Yes, I understand also that there 

were third parties present who are likely not represented 
by Mr. Flynn, and there would be no such privilege? is 
that correct? 

MR. CHEONG: If they were not there to meet with 
Mr. Flynn in his capacity as an attorney; correct. 

MR. MAGNUSON:’ No. That's not an accurate 
description of the attorney-client privilege. If Mr. 

Flynn was meeting with them in his capacity as their 
attorney, then we would have a possible application of the 
privilege. Mr. Flynn is an attorney. They were meeting 
with him undoubtedly in his capacity as an attorney for 
somebody. But witnesses who meet with an attorney, the 
privilege doesn't apply to them. 

So the situation as it's been described 
appears to me to not be an attorney-client privileged 
communication. 

THE WITNESS: I would say that that was the case 
in that the Douglases have, I understood, asked 
Scientology to provide them with an attorney, then they 
would perhaps be viewed on the other side, given that 
there are sides; is that correct? So — 

MR. CHEONG: Yes. But the point is what the 
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situation was at the time they had these conversations. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. I think that the situation 

was at the time that we were the three parties involved 
who had very recently had our materials -- they had some 
photographs which they had entrusted to me, and which I 
had told them as based on communications from a Virgil 
Wilhite that they will — each of the parties would be 
getting between $1,800 and $2,000. 

So the organization took those photos which 
did not belong to them, and it was on that basis that all 
of us then went to see Mr. Flynn. So at that time I would 
suppose that the — all of us went there to meet the man 
and to seek advice. So perhaps there would be an 
attorney-client privilege. 

Now, I don't particularly care because I 
don't have any problem with any of the communications. I 
don't know that for there to be an an attorney-client 
privilege, does one have to exert that privilege? 

MR. MAGNUSON: Let's go off the record if we want 
to discuss this. 

(Off-the-record discussion.) 

MR. MAGNUSON: What was the last question? 

(Record read.) 

THE WITNESS: Are we all rolling here? 

MR. MAGNUSON: We're rolling. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. As stated, Kima did talk at 
some length regarding the physical health, and there was a 
mention made of the mental health or at least of that 
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being a factor in her getting out of the organization or 
leaving the CO HU position. That is all that I recall 
from that meeting at that time. 

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

Q. Proceeding to paragraph 12: 

"Between approximately October 1981 up to and 
including the present date, there has been a continual 
dissipation of assets belonging to the absentee which 
includes the following: 

"A. On or about March 1982 several 
officials of the Church of Scientology of 
California surreptitiously acquired all of the 
copyrights to all of the absentee's publications 
covering a period of approximately 30 years." 

Do you have any knowledge regarding that 

allegation? 

A. The only knowledge I have of such an 
acquisition of copyrights was from reading a copy of an 
issue which was put out by the organization, and it had to 
do with something called the Mission Holders meeting in 
San Francisco which occurred, I think, late last year. In 
there there were statements made about the possession 
currently of the copyrights which previously had been Mr. 
Hubbard's and which were now owned by this new 
corporation, Research Technology Center. And that's the 
only information I have. 

Q. This document that you saw, you said is a 
copy of an issue. Could you explain what that is. I'm 
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not familiar with that. 

A. It's a copy of an executive directive put out 
by some part of the organization in which they talk about 
RTC, Research Technology Center, holding the copyrights, 
and I believe marks of the organization and of L. Ron 
Hubbard, and as a result of such holding, now being able 
to carry out certain acts of control over the organization 
and the extraction of sums of money from these other 
organizations. 

Q. Was this a public statement? 

A. Apparently. 

Q. And where did you see it? 

A. It's in this issue which is a several page 
document which is purported to be a transcript of the 
Mission Holder meeting from —

Has 
anybody talked to you about it? 

A. I think the first time I ever heard about it 
was in a — some newspaper article or magazine or 
something.

Do you have any knowledge of unauthorized 
possession of Mr. Hubbard's accounts by the church?

Q. Paragraph 12d: 

"Approximately 10 to 20 million dollars 

in assets of the absentee is controlled and 
managed through several brokerage accounts in 
Los Angeles, including an E. F. Hutton 
account. These accounts have been managed by 
individuals who have routinely forged the 
signature of the absentee over the past 15 
years. These individuals live and work in 
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the area of Los Angeles." 

Then it goes on. Do you have any knowledge 
about this allegation? 

A. I know that it was the practice and policy of 
the organization to forge Mr. Hubbard's signature f and 
that was done on many documents. I don't have any 
knowledge on these accounts exactly. 

Q. Well, when you say Mr. Hubbard's signature 
was forged, have you ever seen someone forge his 
signature? 


A. Yes. 

Q. Who? 

A. Joyce Popham. 

Q. Anybody else? 


A. 


I think that's the only one I actually 


observed being forged. 

Q. And what -— 

A. That there are other ones where I knew 
because of the circumstances that forgeries were going on, 
and I knew the individuals who did the forgeries, but the 
only time I recall when I actually saw the handwriting 
occur was with Joyce Popham. 

Q. And what was it that you observed her do? 

A. There was a couple of documents. One of them 
had to do with the back-dating of resignation documents 
for Operation and Transport Corporation Limited and the 
setup of new directors of the corporation. 

L. Ron Hubbard was at one time the owner of 
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Operation and Transport Corporation, and this was in, I 
guess, 1967 or so when it was formed. And in 1973, using 
a Panamanian consul in Lisbon, Portugal, Mr. Hubbard and 
the actual board of directors of the organization 
resigned, and the documents were back-dated to be the same 
day or the day following. I think they were the same day 
as the original articles. And that was a phony L. Ron 
Hubbard signature, and I saw Joyce do that one. 

And there was other ones which were — they 
were to do with copyrights, I believe, of Dianetics. The 
Guardians Office sent to the ship some documents which 
they wanted signed and notarized, and these came to me 
because I was the legal person on board. And it was often 
the practice on board to not bother L. Ron Hubbard with 
this sort of detail. So I took the document and it had to 
be notarized. 

And in Portugal to obtain a notarization, it 
had to be on special blue-lined paper or Portugal legal 
paper. So I retyped what they had presented onto the blue 
legal paper and then took it to Joyce, and she actually 
came and saw me, and she decided that she could sign these 
things, and he didn't have to be bothered. Joyce Popham's 
post was the LRH Pers Comm Secretary, so legal documents 
and that sort of thing did go to her. 

And her signature on them was so good that I 
was able to take it to the Portuguese notary and in fact 
have it authenticated, because in Portugal they notarize 
documents by comparison of the handwriting.

So it was in fact a phony L. Ron Hubbard 
signature, and it was in fact a phony notarization. And 
it had to to with — there were two documents, one had to' 
do with the registering the name "Dianetics," and the 
other one was the registering of the name "L. Ron 
Hubbard," and these then went back to the Guardians Office 
in the U.S. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge of forgeries of any 
financial documents, that is, somebody writing 
Mr. Hubbard's name on a financial document without his 
authorization? 

A. Only what I was told, and this had to do with 
a contract with a publishing company for the distribution 
of DIANETICS, and that contract was sent to Mr. Hubbard 
for signature, and someone else signed it, and then he 
tried to get out of the contract but was held to it. 

And I also believe that the same thing 
happened with --no, I don't have any knowledge of that. 
This one here I was told of, and I — I saw correspondence 
on this subject during the time that I worked with Laurel 
on the MCCS Mission, so. . . 

Q. You saw correspondence on what subject? 

A. On this subject of the phony contract, the 

phony L. Ron Hubbard signature on a contract with — I 
forget the name of it. It's a major publisher. 

Q. When did that take place? 

A. In the late '70s, I don't have the date for 

it.

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

Q. Mr. Armstrong, have you had an opportunity to 
read Paragraph 9 of this declaration? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Now, let me ask the question again: Do you 
have any knowledge of this allegation regarding these 
various people who, according to Mr. DeWolf, have forged 
Mr. Hubbard's signature on various financial accounts? 

A. No, I know nothing about accounts. 

Some of these individuals are names that I 
recognize of people who have signed documents or letters 
as if from Mr. Hubbard and originated correspondence as if 
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from Mr. Hubbard; however, specifically on checks or 
accounts, I don't have any knowledge of that. 

Q. Did Mr. Flynn ask you about any of these 
individuals in relation to the signature on checks of 
financial accounts? 

A. I believe he has asked me about if I knew of 
anyone signing Mr. Hubbard's name, and in one declaration 
I named a number of these people who I knew to be signing 
Mr. Hubbard's name, but not on accounts. 

MR. MAGNUSON: All right. Returning to the 

petition — Why don't we mark that document Respondent's 
C, the Declaration. 

(Respondent's C was marked for 
identification by the reporter, 
a copy of which is attached hereto.) 

BY MR. MAGNUSON: 

Q. We'll skip Paragraph 14 temporarily and 
return to that and go on to Paragraph 15 of the petition 
which reads: 


"Control over the Church of Scientology 
and over millions of dollars of the assets of the 
absentee is currently held by one David Miscavige." 
Do you have any information regarding that 

allegation? 

A. This is what I observed while inside 
Scientology, that he had control of the organization and 
could virtually do what he wanted. 

Q. Well, what's the basis for your saying that 
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he had control of the organization and could do what he 
wanted? What did you actually observe that gave you that 
impression? 

A. He was able to remove Mary Sue Hubbard, who 
was the second in command under L. Ron Hubbard; and then 
he was able to remove the two people who were at least on 
paper organizationally above him, Gail Irwin and Diana 
Voegeding; it was known that he was the line to L. Ron 
Hubbard amongst those people with whom I worked. Laurel 
Sullivan, Barbara De Celle; and it was known he had 
control. I was told by Laurel that he had been given the 
reins of power by L. Ron Hubbard; I was told that he 
removed the on-paper leader of the organization. Bill 
Franks; and I knew 1 of Bill Franks' incarceration out at 
Gilman Hot Springs. 

So within the level of proximity to control 
of Scientology and proximity to L. Ron Hubbard that I was 
at, it was known that David Miscavige was the control. 

Q. This control that you claim David Miscavige 
had, was that with the permission of L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. That I cannot answer to. It may have been; 
it may not have been. 

Q. Well, from your experience, was it possible 
for somebody to remove Mrs. Hubbard from this position and 
do these various things without having the approval of Mr. 
Hubbard? 

A. Yes, it definitely was possible. Anything 
could be done as if one had the approval of Mr. Hubbard 
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simply by the statement that one had an LRH order. And if 
the one closest to L. Ron Hubbard and the only one 
receiving communications from L. Ron Hubbard claimed to 
have an L. Ron Hubbard order, it would be a relatively 
simple thing to do anything within the organization as if 

one did have it where in fact one might not in that L. Ron 

Hubbard is in a position where he cannot observe what is 
going on, and he is subject to the communications of 
whoever the line is, and the line is David Miscavige. 

Then it's very possible that both things 
could be true, in that he has the approval and he is 
acting alone. Because we don't know what L. Ron Hubbard 
is being told because L. Ron Hubbard is being effectively 
kept locked up. So that's a possibility here. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge of any of 

those speculations that you've just thrown out? 

A. Yes, in that there have been a great deal of 
communications which have been stated as LRH orders which 
in fact were never originated by nor signed by LRH. The 
fact was there were people within the organization who 
could sign his name so well that it could fool Portuguese 
notaries and Panamanian consul. The fact was people did 
originate communications as if coming from L. Ron Hubbard. 

Given that condition, given the fact that L. 
Ron Hubbard could not come forward because of his paranoia 
about being served or being deposed, then I see it as a 
very real possibility that someone could take over the 
organization or act as if he's acting for L. Ron Hubbard 
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or as if he is L. Ron Hubbard. 

So there is considerable evidence that such a 
thing has happened in the past in that people have been 
duped — organization people have been duped about the 
authenticity of documents or correspondence, memos, et 
cetera, from Mr. Hubbard when in fact they weren't from 
Mr. Hubbard. 

There's also the obvious fact that 
Mr. Hubbard, because of his desire to avoid appearance in 
some of the legal battles, has dropped out of sight and 
has narrowed his line of communication to the 
organization, and that that runs via a very few people and 
perhaps only one person, and on that basis it would be 
very easy for one person to gain control, both control 
over L. Ron Hubbard and control over the organization. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge that David 
Miscavige has control over L. Ron Hubbard's assets? 

That's the question. 

A. Again, the only thing I know was the document 
which was provided by somebody from the New York Times 
which indicated RTC, which Mr. Miscavige is a part of, has 
control of L. Ron Hubbard's assets. That's what I believe 
is a valid document. 

Q. David Miscavige you described earlier as 
being one of the people that was dedicated to L. Ron 
Hubbard. Based on your experience in the Church of 
Scientology, would you say that's accurate? 

A. That's a very interesting point. David 
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Miscavige was the only person I ever saw in Scientology 
lie directly to L. Ron Hubbard, and I saw this twice on a 
movie set. And I thought that this — to me this was very 
remarkable. I had never seen it in anyone else that I 
actually knew stand up and lie to this man. All the rest 
of us revered him. And although there may have been a 
temptation on my own part to lie to him when confronted 
with a certain situation, I never did; and yet I saw David 
on two occasions lie, and they were not particularly 
important things. They had to do with moving a camera or 
something like that. One was moving a camera, and one was 
framing a shot. And I thought that this was rather 
remarkable.

I think that the people 
who were committed to L. Ron Hubbard were the people who 
tried to do decent things and were not vicious in his 
name. So if one who is using the power or name or 
position of someone else commits indecent acts, does that 
mean that one is dedicated to him? Perhaps it does. 

L. Ron Hubbard may have admired him. One of 
his most famous policies, the "Simon Bolivar" policy which 
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had to do with: "Never ask any questions, you know, when 

there's a body dumped on the doorstep." 

So perhaps he recognized that it's a real 
asset to have somebody around who. is that vicious and 
uncaring. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge of Mr. Miscavige 
forging the signature of Mr. Hubbard as alleged in 
Paragraph 15 --- 

A. No. 

Q. ■— on numerous liquid asset accounts? You 

have no knowledge of that? 

A. No. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge of James Isaacson 
forging signatures of Mr. Hubbard? 

A. No. 

Q. Did Mr. Flynn ask you anything about this 
allegation regarding Mr. Miscavige and Mr. Isaacson? 

A. I don't believe so. Not in this context, no. 

Q. Your comments about Mr. Miscavige and the 
alleged control over the Church of Scientology are 
conclusions on your part, are they not, or do you have any 
personal knowledge of actually seeing or talking to any 
individual that shows that Mr. Miscavige controls the 
Church of Scientology 

A. Well, there's the Mission Holder's document, 
Mission Holder meeting document. There were the 
observations which I laid out a couple of minutes ago. 

Q. Other than the Mission Holder meeting 
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document and your observations, which in fact are not 
based on personal knowledge, you have no actual, direct 
personal knowledge of whether Mr. Miscavige controls the 
Church of Scientology or not, do you?

These were to 
do with the serial he wrote, on a script for a serial done 
in 1937 in Hollywood, and I found a bunch of information 
on that, and I listed that out and other information which 
I was finding, and he responded to that, and something 
about the information, about the information I was 
finding, and giving some more leads and encouragement on 
what I was doing. 

Q. This paragraph goes on to say "said documents 
have an inestimable value." Do you have any knowledge as 
to the value of these documents? 

A. Here we're talking about the ones in court? 

Q. That's right? 

A. I don't know. A few thousand dollars I 
think. I just — it's impossible to say, really. 

Q. It goes on to say: "The documents rightfully 

belong to the absentee, the absentee's estates or to 
Mr. Armstrong." 

Isn't it accurate, Mr. Armstrong, that those 
documents do belong to Mr. Hubbard? 

A. They do belong to Mr. Hubbard. They are his 
property or at least some of them are his property. If 
"belong" is used here in the sense of possessary right. 

Do I believe that I have a possessary right 
to those documents? I was doing research for the 
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biography and had them in my possession at that time 
legitimately for that purpose. The organization chose to 
fabricate stories about me and to steal materials which 
were in my possession legally, and as a result of that I 
shipped them off to various attorneys. However, they were 
legitimately in my possession at that time. 

Q. Do you claim to own these documents? 

A. I've never claimed to own them. I claim to 
have a possessary right to them. 

Q. Who in your opinion does own these documents? 

A. They are owned by L. Ron Hubbard, Mary Sue 
Hubbard, Omar Garrison, Ron DeWolf. 

Q. On what basis — 

A. And perhaps other individuals I don't know 

yet. 

Q. On what basis do you assert that these 
documents belong to Ron DeWolf? 

A. I think perhaps some of them belong to Ron 
DeWolf. All of those people's whom I've mentioned, people 
or organizations, own some of the documents. They are 
thcy came from different sources, and there were different 
individuals who have ownership of them. The ones that 
perhaps are Ron DeWolf's are the ones which are authored 
by Ron DeWolf or which were authored by his mother — 

Q. You obtained those -- 

A. — and those he very well might have a right 
of ownership to. 

Q. But you are speculating on that? 
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MR. CHEONG: You asked for his opinion. He gave 
you his opinion. 

THE WITNESS: My understanding is that the author 
of a document has ownership rights. 

Q. You obtained these documents, did you not, in 
your capacity as the archivist? 

A. Here we're dealing with two time periods. 

Q. I'm sorry. You obtained these documents 

originally from the personal files of Mary Sue Hubbard and 
L. Ron Hubbard in your capacity as archivist for 
transportation to Mr. Garrison in connection with the 
preparation of an authorized biography, did you not? 

A. That's correct. That was the original time. 

Q. Yes. 

A. The second time was when I was requested by 

Mr. Garrison to assist with the research ongoing in the 
biography. So the second time I obtained them from Mr. 
Garrison. The fact that they are the same documents or 
copies of the same document is irrelevant. 

Q. Mr. Armstrong, when Kima Douglas, in the 
meeting that you mentioned earlier in June or July of 
1982, discussed Mr. Hubbard's health in 1978, did she talk 
about his health subsequent to that incident of suffering 
a pulmonary embolism?

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DECLARATION OF RONALD E. DE WOLF 
F/K/A L. RON HUBBARD, JR. 

I, RONALD E. DE WOLF, formerly known as L. Ron Hubbard, 

Jr. hereby state under the pains and penalties of perjury that 
I have personal knowledge, and/or information and belief where 
so stated, as to the following facts: 

1. I am the oldest child of L. Ron Hubbard, having 
been born on Hay 7, 1934 at Encinatas, California. Hy mother, 
Margaret Louise Grubb, married my father on April 13, 1933 

at Elkton, Maryland. 

2. Throughout most of his life my father has suf¬ 
fered. from recurrent cycles of severe mental and emotional 
illness, characterized by several hospitalizations, suicidal 
j n.-.l i nations and ideation, excessive drug usage, advanced 
venereal disease, criminal and fraudulent schemes, and habitu¬ 
ation to bizarre, occult practices including blood rituals, 
abortion rituals, and embryo ''implants". 

3. Between the years 1944 and 1959, I have personal 
knowledge that my father regularly used illegal drugs including 
amphetamines, barbiturates and hallucinogens. He regularly 
used cocaine, peyote, and mescaline. My father took large doses 
of sulfur drugs to treat his veneral disease. All of the fore¬ 
going druys created substantial drug dependence and continued 
dctcriorati oil of his physical, mental and emotional faculties. 
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4. Between the years 1949 and 1959, I worked with my 
father in organizing, developing and promoting various organiza¬ 
tions which eventually became collectively known as the Church 
of Scientology. The origin of most of my father's ideas and 
tenets which have become the operating doctrines of the Church 
of Scientology have their basis in black magic and satanic 
theories derived from a cult called the "0T0"developed by one, 
Aleister Crowley. Many of my father’s writings were prepared 
when he was saturated with cocaine and other drugs, including 
hallucinogens, and his theories are plagiarized from Crowley and 
a germanic cult called the "Germanen Oden", which eventually

became enveloped in the "SS" of Nazi Germany.

6. Between the years 1959 and March, 1980, based upon 
information and belief documented by medical treatment and re¬ 
cords, my father suffered from susceptibility to bone fractures 
caused by skeletal deterioration, advanced anemia, chronic pneu- ! 
monia, duodenal ulcers, arthritis and pulmonary emboli. On one 
occasion, in 1974, lie fractured his wrist while swatting a fly. 

In 1978 - 1979, my father suffered from a pulmonary embolism 

in LaQuinta, California and almost died. At that time, 

upon information and belief, he was in the care and custody of 
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several Church of Scientology officials including Kima Douglas, 
who was told by my father to "bury him in the datefields" in , 
the area and not to disclose his death to anyone. Shortly there¬ 
after, my father disappeared. 

7. In the last 30 years before his disappearance my 
father's continued physical, mental and emotional deterioration 
and sickness is characterized by several significant events which 
also reveal in part his increasing inability to perceive reality. 
These events are documented in part by the Exhibits attached 

to this affidavit. They are as follows:

a) In 1941, just prior to America's involve-! 
ment in W.W.II, my father, then a science fiction 
writer for pulp magazines, applied for a commission

primarily relied upon his father’s naval background,

Although my father had flunked out of or left three 
high schools, and had flunked out of or left George 
Washington University after three semesters, my grand¬ 
father's influence helped him get his commission in 
the Naval Reserve. My father was then 30 years old, 
having been born on March 13, 1911, in Tilden, Nebraska. 
My father's naval career was a disaster. On December 
18, 1941, right after Pearl Harbor, he was activated 
and was sent to Australia where he remained for only 
approximately 40 days. He was ordered back to the U.S. 
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on February 19, 1942, "unsatisfactory for any available 
assignment". He was then ordered to the Boston Naval 
shipyard where he was relieved of duty on September 
25, 1942, after about four months, as not "tempermental¬ 
ly fit for independent assignment". My father was 
then transferred throughout the U.S. for the next 
3 years, bouncing from assignment to assignment after 
being repeatedly Returned for "instruction". On one 
occasion, in 1943 a "Board of Inquiry" was convened 
against him. He was given a letter of "admonition... 
in lieu of other more drastic disciplinary action 
which would have been taken under normal and peacetime 
conditions.". Later, on September 27, 1944, my father 
"discovered" a gasoline bomb on board the U.S.S. Algol 
several days before it sailed into combat and he was 
immediately relieved of duty. Shortly thereafter, 
lie was admitted to the Oak Knoll Military Hospital for 
a period of approximately 3 months suffering from 
venereal disease, duodenal ulcers and under psychiatric 
care. My father's mental illness and incompetency 
specifically in connection with his naval career is 
reflected not only by his naval record itself, but 
by the fact that from 1949 to his disappearance in 
March of 1980, my father claimed that he served "four 
years in combat", was "one of the most highly decorated 
officers in W.W.II", "was personally flown about in 
the plane of the Secretary of the Navy", was "crippled 
and blinded” from war wounds and healed himself through

a process called "Dianetics” which he claims to have' 
discovered.

b) At the end of W.W.II, my father became 
involved with bizarre, occult practices in the OTO 
(Order of Templars Orientalis) with one Jack Parsons, 
who was a close associate of Crowley. On January 14, 
1946, Hubbard, Parsons and a young girl, whom I believe 
to be Parson’s girl friend, Sarah Northrup, attempted 
to create a "moonchild" after 11 days of rituals where¬ 
by an unborn human embryo was "implanted" with "satanic 
powers". Later, Parsons claimed that my father stole 
approximately $20,000 of Parson's money, purchased a 
yacht, and took off with Sarah. Although my father 
was still married to my mother at the time, on August 
10, 1946 he entered into a bigamous marriage with 
Sarah in Chestertown, Maryland. This marriage lasted 
until 1951, when Sarah sued my father for divorce on 
the grounds of "systematically torturing" her with 
"physical beatings", "sleep depravation", "strangula¬ 
tion" and "scientific torture experiments". Sarah 
also attempted to have my father hospitalized on the 
grounds that he was suffering from "paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia" as reflected by not only the foregoing but 
also by my father's attempts to kill Sarah, his hatred 
and fear of women, his drug addiction, his venereal 
disease, and his subsequent kidnapping of their daugh¬ 
ter, Alexis Valoric, who was born on March 8, 1950 in 
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Point Pleasant, New Jersey. My father fled to Havana, 
Cuba between March and May, 1951 with Alexis where 
he was hospitalized under psychiatric care. In order 
to get her daughter back, Sarah signed a partial re¬ 
cantation of her allegations against my father, and 
on June 12, 1951 a divorce decree was entered and 
Alexis was returned to her. Subsequently, in 1975, 
Alexis attempted to locate our father, and Church 
officials including his third wife, Mary Sue Hubbard 
devised an elaborate plan to conceal my father's 
paternity of Alexis and deceive her as to the fore¬ 
going facts. There are hundreds of documents now on 
file in the Los Angeles Superior Court in the case of 
Church of Scientology v, Armstrong No. C 420 153, 
many of which are in my father's handv;riting which 
confirm the foregoing facts. 

c) On October 15, 1947, my father was suf¬ 
fering from severe suidical ideation and requested 
psychiatric treatment from the Veterans Administration 
for a ''mind" which was "seriously affected" and for 
"suicidal inclinations". In connection with his 
psychiatric problems and duodenal ulcers, my father 
sought and received a disability from the V.A. which 
disability payments were continuing to be paid until 
at least March, 1980. Although my father has continual 
ly suffered from all of the diseases and problems 
recited in this Declaration, for a period of approximately 
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. “"n 

30 years, he has publicly stated to Church members that 
he is in "perfect health" as a result of "Dianetic and 
Scientology processing". Thousands of people have' 
paid millions of dollars to my father on the belief 
that he was "twice pronounced dead" from war wounds, 
and miraculously cured himself through Scientology’, 
having achieved a state of "perfect,-physical, mental 
and emotional health" for the past 30 years. In fact, 
this is a tptal falsity, but my father suffers from 
severe paranoid schizophrenia with delusions, and! 
Church officials continue^to perpetuate these false¬ 
hoods. 

d) Between 1952 and 1959, my father attemptc 
to "sell" his theories of Scientology processing which 
he claimed were the most advanced "brain-washing 
technologies" in the world, to several governments. 

My father first attempted to sell his "technology" 
to the F.B.I. When that failed he turned to MI-5 in 
England and then to Russia. My father wrote several 
letters to the F.B.I. in connection with this matter 
and he personally met with several officials from 

•» 

British intelligence, one named Dribble, who were, 
according to my father, acting as spies for the 
Russian K.G.B. at the time. Throughout the 1950’s 
my father was a heavy user of cocaine and mescaline. 

In fact, in 1957 when my father wrote "All About 
Radiation" by a "Nuclear Physicist" and a "Medical 
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Doctor", he was saturated with cocaine and severely 
deluded. Although he was neither a medical doctor or 
a nuclear physicist, and had flunked the only physics 
course he ever took, he was hallucinating so much 
at the time that he professed to have the above quali¬ 
fications which, in turn, supported his claim that 
Scientology and Di'anetic processing would cure radia¬ 
tion burns from nuclear fall-out. At the time, the 
"cold-war" was in full swing and people were building 
bomb shelters out of fear of the Soviet attack. My 
father attempted to use this fear to his advantage. 

e) Throughout the 1950’s my father engaged 
in excessive drug usage, various sexual perversions, 
occult practices, and numerous criminal activities for 
which he was sought by District Attorneys, the F.B.I., 
the I.R.S., and later by the F.D.A. For example, 

my father claimed that his theories relating to Scien¬ 
tology were based on 30 years of case histories and 
research. In fact, his books were written from his 
imagination, off the top of his head, while under the 
influence of drugs. 

f) In the 1960’s and 1970’s, when my father 
and his followers were being investigated throughout 
the world for fraud and practicing medicine without 

a license, of which he was convicted of fraud in France, my 
father implemented an elaborate plan which he had 
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previously discussed with me in the mid 1950's "to 

take over the world". My father organized the "Sea 

Organization" which is analogous to the "Nazi SS" and 

* 

the "Guardians Office" or the G.O., which is analogous 
to the "Gestapo". The purpose of these Scientology 
organizations was to "penetrate" every major govern¬ 
mental agency throughout the world to-obtain sufficient 
"intelligence date." to effect a take-over. In fact, 
the 11 highest officials of Scientology including 
Mary Sue Hubbard, his third wife, were convicted of 
a variety of crimes, in 1979 and 1981, and"most of 
them are now in jail in connection with said bizarre 
plot. My father's mental and emotional condition in 
the 1960's and 1970's was so deranged that he believed 
that he was the "Beast 666" referred to in the Apoca¬ 
lypse in the Bible as the Anti-Christ, and that he 
had the "power" to control all of man-kind. 

g) Upon information and belief, between the 
period from the summer of 1978 to the summer of 1979, 
my father was residing in the area of LaQuinta, 
and then Himmet, California. At that time, he was 
occasionally very physically ill and severely mentally 
ill as characterized by his actions which included 
elaborate and paranoid plans to conceal his location, 
bursts of uncontrolled rage with attendant screaming, 
requiring that his surroundings be kept in "white 
glove" sterility, that his food be tasted, that his 
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clothes be rinsed in "13 buckets of water", and that 
all of his "enemies" be searched out and "destroyed". 

In fact, my father in 1967 wrote a policy culled the 
"Fair Game Doctrine" which calls for the destruction 
of all his enemies. That policy states: 

"ENEMY - SP Order. Fair game. May 
be deprived of property or injured 
by any means by any Scientologist 
without any discipline of the 
Scientologist. May be tricked, 
sued or lied to or destroyed ." 

h) Between 1969 and 1971, my father em¬ 
ployed this policy against me and others through 
many harassive "operations", including threats on 
my life and my family. The "operations" and threats 
forced me to sign a document wherein I stated that 
Scientology really was a religion, was not used to j 

cure disease, and that I was "vengeful" toward Scien- . 
t.ology. I signed this document under duress and co- 
ercion, specifically in fear for the safety of my 
family. Throughout the 1960*s and 1970's my father 
employed hundreds of agents to conduct thousands of 
"operations" including "Operation Snow V7hite", "Opera¬ 
tion Keeler", "Operation Freakout" and many others 
to frame, smear and attack his opponents. Some of 
these "operations" including the "training manuals" 
to perpetrate them are attached hereto as Appendix II 
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to this affidavit. There are approximately 80 thous.,. v ; 

documents revealing this incredible scheme, which

were seized by the F.B.I. , in July, 1977, now on file 
in the Federal Court in Washington, D.C. As a result 
of the foregoing operations against me, I changed my 
name in 1972 to DeWolf.

8. My father’s extreme paranoid condition is reflecv-: } 
in the "policies" and "operations" that he implemented between 
1975 and 1978 to conceal his location, avoid arrest and/or ser-. ; 
vice of subpoenas and process and to conceal his physical and 
mental deterioration and illnesses from the public. One of 
tlie.se "operations" was called "Px'ogram L.R.U. Security, Code

Name: Power" to "maintain an alerting Early Warning System" 

throughout the G.O.... to take defensive actions to suddenly 
raise the level of L.R.H. (Hubbard) security very high". An¬ 
other "operation" was called "Operation Bulldozer Leak" to 
"effectively spread the rumor that will lead government, media 
and individual SPs to conclude'that L.R.H. has no control of 
the C of S (Chmrch of Scientology) and no legal liability for 
Church activity". See Appendix II to this Declaration. 

9. Upon information and belief, between the beginrsi!

of 1980 and continuing to the present time there have been sew- * i 

al high level "purges" or "defections" of officials of the Clvu.w' !

of Scientology over whom my father had absolute control for rm'W < 
than 20 years. These purges and defections began to take pi! 
shortly after my father disappeared and they have created 
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significant -nternal turmoil within the Scientology organization, 
all of which suggests that my father is either deceased or incom¬ 
petent. Some of these individuals include Mary Sue Hubbard,

Henning Heldt, Jane Kember, Gerry Armstrong, Kima Douglas, Brian 
and Vicki Livingston, Tony Dunleavy, Herbert Parkhouse, Bill 
Robertson, Alex Sibersky, Michael Douglas, Don Courier, Bill 
Foster, Laurel Watson Sullivan, Doreen Gillam, Bill Franks, 

David Gaiman, Liz Gablehouse, Paul Klopper, Charles Parselle, 
and others. The foregoing individuals constituted the ruling 
hierarchy of the Church of Scientology under the total control 
of, my father. All Scientology organizations are now operated by 
a 22 year old individual named David Miscevage, who, upon infor¬ 
mation and belief, together with one Jim Isaacson, has control 
over my father’s accounts. There are approximately ten individu¬ 
als who have signed my father's name on these accounts. These 
individuals include Vicki Livingston, Joyce Popham, Laurel 
Sullivan, Jim Isaacson, Sue Anderson, Alitha Taylor, Pat Bryce, 
Michael Douglas, Ann Broeker and Pat Broeker. The death or in¬ 
competency of my father would enable the foregoing and several 
others with access to his account to dissipate, steal or 
alienate his assets. The following activities suggest that such 
dissipation is occurring. Upon information and belief, I aver 
the following: 


a) Between March and May, 1982, my father's 
copyrights in all of his publications and his patent 
rights to the E-Meter were assigned to the Church of 
Scientology. My father was maniacal about holding 
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these in his name and would never assign them to the 
Church unless he was dead or incompetent, and the as¬ 
signment has been forged. 

b) In June, 1982 an arabic individual al¬ 
legedly named Aquil Abdul Amiar presented a two million 
dollar check drawn on my father's E.F. Hutton account, 
for deposit to the Mid East Bank in N.Y. city. My 
father's signature was forged on said check by a 
presently unknown person. The person who originally 
opened the E.F. Hutton account in 1975 was Vicki 
Livingston who signed my father's name at that time. 

The check and account were frozen by the bank for a 
period of time until Jim Isaacson and others obtained 
control of the check. I am unaware of the present 
disposition of the funds in said account, although I 

am informed that there were large withdrawals from 
said account for several months prior to June, 1982. 

c) In June, 1982, Jim Isaacson attempted 
to sell approximately $1,000,000 in precious stones 
and coins belonging to my father on the wholesale 
market in Los Angeles. 

d) Several of my father's brokerage accounts 
having a value between 10 and 20 million dollars in 
Los Angeles are under the total control of Jim Isaacson 
who is working with David Miscevage to take over control 
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o. the Church of Scientology.

e) Neither Mary Sue Hubbard or any of the 
children have had any ^ontact of any nature or descrip- 
tion from my father since March, 1980. 

10. One of my father's closest and most confidential 
aides, Gerry Armstrong, defected from the Church of Scientology 
in December, 1981. Mr. Armstrong was in control of all of my 
father's most personal documents, which documents reveal in part, ! 

i 

my father’s fraudulent and criminal activities and his mental, 
physical and emotional illness. My father personally assigned 
7vrmstrong to possession of said documents. Mr. Armstrong has 
now been sued by the Church of Scientology to obtain the documents,, 
and Armstrong is in fear of his life. My father would not allow 

! 

such documents to be released unless he is dead or incompetent. 
Armstrong is properly in possession of said documents and could 
only return them to my father but my father has failed to appear 
and claim them. The documents have, in themselves, and inestim¬ 
able value. 

11. Based upon the foregoing facts set forth in this 
Declaration, and upon information and belief, I believe that my

father is dead and request that a Trustee or Receiver be appointee 
to collect his assets and hold them for his lawful heirs at 
law. 
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
